If no profits were added this would take 
200 mouths or 10 2-3 years, instead of 1 1 
years as is the case; but profits are added 
quarterly or semi-annually. That is, in- 
terest is compounded and not drawn out. 
Profits are steady at 7 per ceut a year, 
(compound) iu the Workingmen's Co- 
operative batik, (one of the oldest) of 
Boston, of which Mr. Robert 'lreat 
Paine is the president. If a shareholder 
neglects to pay hit? dues, he is fined 2cts 
a month per sbare.But if a shareholder has 
subscribed for more thau he can carry com 
fortably he can always withdraw any or all 
of bis shares on giving 30 days notice. In 
that case he receives all of his principal 
and 75 per cent of his profits. A sharehold- 
er can always borrow on pledge of his 
shares the amount of their withdrawal 
value. 

The borrower — 1 he money is put up 
for sale each month, when paid in. The 
borrower offers a premium, usually in 
the form of rate of interest. He gets 
hack his proportionate share of this 
premium, which goes into the profits. 
He then subscribes for a number of 
shares equal to the amount of the loan, 
and pays thereon in addition to his pre- 
mium. $1 a month per share dues, like 
any other investor, aud $1 a raoutn in- 
terest. until the shares mature, when it 
is plain that they off set the mortgage. 

To illustrate, you wish to borrow $ 1,U00 
This requires 5 shares: you hid according 
to competition, from 5 to IU cts per share 
a month premium. Suppose it be 10 cts. 
Your loan is secured by a first mortgage 
on the real estate :als<» by a pledge ot the 
shares. You pay on your mortgage $1.10 
a share per mouth, interest and premium 
or $5.50. Also $5 a month dues. The 
dues as previously explained begin at 
once to participate in the profits and 
form a sinking fund which eventually 
equal the amount of the mortgage, which 
is then discharged and the shares 
cancelled. 

It is evident from the above, (and it is 
the average rate) that the borrower pays 

0 1-2 per cent tor his money. For this 
reason the capitalist will not ot course 
go to the co-operative bank to borrow. 
But to the man of small capital or of 
fair income and no capital the extra 

1 1-2 per cent which be pays for bis 
money is far more than returned to him 
iu the feasible and easy way which is 
thus offered him to obtain a large sum 
at one time, ami pay it back without 
straightening himself, by steady pay- 
ments of small sums, which might 
otherwise uever be saved. Again tno 
participation in the profits which acts as 
a constant rebate aud amounts to about 
$300 on a thousand is a very obvious re- 
turn for the l 1-2 per cent, but one which 
can not easily be expressed in figures. 
The facility with which a second mort- 
gage can be placed after a co-operative 
bank mortgage is plaiu. 

As an investment the co-operative 
bank speaks for itself. The small sums 
which are thus put aside every week 
or mouth are sums which would other- 
wise never be saved. If the investment 
made no piotits whatever, the opportu- 
nity thus offered of systematic small 
savings would be of great value. It 
would pay many a man to hire somebody 
to make him lay aside a few dollars a 
month where it would he safe. But it 
does make profits. It makes d per cent 
compound interest at the lowest figure. 

There is a great need of small, good 
houses in Newton. The reuts ou small 
houses here are enormous. Men iu 
moderate circumstances and young men 
just starting in life are compelled to pay 
rent far in excess of what they can well 
afford or else leave Newtou. Why pay 
such high rates? Why not own your 
own house and pay rent to yourself,' and 
suit your house to your income? It :s 
cheaper to owu your house than to rent 
it. We all know that. Why not buy the 
house you live in or build one for your- 
self? Because though tin* payment *f 
the interest would be a simple matter, 
how could lever make any impression on 
the principal of the money l must borrow. 
Better pinch and save t-'» meet a present 
rent or move elsewhere it necessary, than 
contract a hopeless debt, but ouce start 
a co-operative bank iu Newton, aud laud 
now lying vacant would spring into de- 
mand and pretty homes would be a pos- 
iliility. and a tact throughout our city.

SCHOOL BOAKO. 

AN INTERESTING LETTER FROM MISS 
AMELIA SMKAII. 

The adjourned meeting of the school 
board was held in the High School build- 
ing, Monday evening. Mayor Kimball in 
the chair. There were present, Mrs. 
Davis, Itev. Mi. Hoi nbrooke. Rev. Dr.Shinn, 
and Messrs. Barton, Barnard, Dr. Baker, 
Barker, Philbrick, Stone and Dickinson. 

Superintendent Emerson read his re- 
port, which was accepted, and the meet- 
ing proceeded to the regular business. 
Mr. Barton moved that the public pro- 
perty committee be requested to grade 
the grounds in tho rear of the high 
school building, and to put in proper 
condition the sheds and building used 
by the high battalion; motion carried. 

Mr. Barnard read the report of tho 
committee on accounts as follows: 

Pay of superintendents and teachers, $9,087.00 
Pay of secretary, $23.00 

l’av of janitor, $569.00 

Pay of 'Fuel, $328.69 

Conveyance of pupils, $50.00 

Incidentals. $588.55 


Total, $10,648.24 

Mr. Barton moved that so much of the 
superintendent’s report as refers to the 
school census, be referred to the commit- 
tee on supplies with power; passed. 

Rev. Dr. Shinn thought that the sew- 
ing committee should consist of ladies, 
and moved to appoint Mrs. Davis in his 
place. The chair appointed Mrs. Davis 
in concurrence with the motion. 

WAS TILE ACTION ILLEGAL. 

Dr. Shinn wished to know if at a pre- 
vious meeting the action to abolish the 
high school committee was legal and 
regular. He thought it was against the 
rules on page 9, sec. P2, which provide 
that a new subject shall not be voted on 
unless notice had been given at a previous 
meeting, and he was very much surprised 
when he heard of the nasty action that 
was taken. He bad no personal feeling 
on the matter, only thought the rules 
should govern every action. A month’s 
notice should be given and a committee 
has no right to do anything without re- 
porting to the board. 

Mr. Barton said that the matter had 
been considered at. a previous meeting. 
An amendment to the rules on this mat- 
ter was under discussion at four different 
meetings, and the board had voted unani- 
mously upon it, and whateverSthe board 
had done he believed it liad done 
legally. 

Dr. Shinn said that it never came be- 
fore the board in open meeting to reduce 
the high school committee to three. 

Dr. Baker remarked that at the Janu- 
ary meeting, Mr. Barnard and one of the 
other members thought that a smaller 
committee would be desirable, and as a 
result of the discussion, the matter was 
settled by the board. 

Dr. Shinn thought that the board had 
acted hastily in the matter. He did not 
mean to case any reflection upon the 
committee on rules and regulations, and 
Dr. Baker said he had not so interpreted 
him. 

Rev. Mr. Hornbrooke thought that the 
whole question would turn upon one 
point. Whether a distinct motion was 
offered before the board or not. If not, 
the action was illegal as it was against 
the rules. 

Mr. Barton said he was at the meet- 
ing the night the motion referred to 
was discussed. He had talked over the 
matter with Mr. Frost and thought best 
to vote to abolish the high school com- 
mittee, but afterwards thought that a 
smaller committee would be better. 

Mr. Parker thought that the rules 
should be conformed to. and that Dr. 
Shinn's point was an excellent one, and 
was well taken. He could not see that 
the action of the board was legal. The 
rules were made so that they would be 
hard to change and he was glad they 
were so. 

Mayor Kimball said it was a common 
occurrence iu all legislative bodies to 
have amendments made to the rules. 

Dr. Baker asked as a matter of infor- 
mation whether it is expected that in 
the future a committee shall report a 
certain time before the meetings, at 
which action is taken. Mayor Kimball 
was asked by Mr. Barton whether the 
action was legal or not, and he ruled 
that it was, which closed the discussion. 
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Bird-Laws and Sparrows. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

In roply to Aunt Henley’s suggestion, 
well-put, that decrease in our native song 
birds is duo in large part to tho robbery 
of their nests, by hoys who “only take 
one egg; we leave all but one— wo aro 
making a collection,” attention ought to 
( he called to the law which reads thus: 

‘•Whoever in this Commonwealth wil- 
fullfully destroys, disturbs, or takes the 
nests or eggs of any undomestieated 
birds, (except of birds of prey, crows, 
crow-blackbirds, jays), shall upon con- 
viction ho punished by a lino of $10. for 
each such offence. Provided, that any 
person above tho age of 16 years, having 
a certificate from the Museum of Com- 
parative /oology at Cambridge, the Pres- 
ident of the Mass. Agricultural College 
at Amherst, the Boston Society of Natur- 
al History, the Worcester Lyceum and 
Natural History Society, tho Peabody 
Academy of Science at Salem, or from 
any incorporated socioty of natural his- 
tory in the state, to the effect that such 
person is engaged in the scientific study 
of {ornithology, or is collecting in the in- 
terests of and for said institutions, or any 
one of them, may take tho nests and 
eggs of undomesticated birds.’’ 

Now these nest robbers are not “scien- 
tific students,” though all claim to be 
such, to defend their right to have Recol- 
lection as large as of postage stamps. 
Boys much under 10. also, go out from 
our schools every holiday, to search for 
these nests, and find each an egg — to 
trade with — to break in blowing and 
then steal another, to lay up for stock in 
trade like having fifty song sparrows’ 
eggs, alone— in a “scientific” study (?) 
And every such boy bird thief in our city 
ought t# be caused to know the law, and 
to pay the $10 for each egg stolen. Ask 
to see their certificates. “Our fathers 
got us leave;” then show the written per- 
mission, properly signed, or let father 
pay the fines if he chooses so to do. But 

E robably not one nest robber in twelve 
as any permission whatever, from any 
authority. This for the song birds. 

But those “filthy, noisy, pugnacious 
sparrows” are outlaws. The state gives 
them no protection. Not a canker-worm 
was ever found in one of their crops. 
Insects are not their preferred food. The 
only on cover seen to touch a “fish- 
worm” stole it from a robin! “Stolen 
waters are sweet,” sin always spicy, even 
to these feathered pests, it would seem. 

Then again, sympathy always arises in 
somebody’s gentle heart, to protect even 
a criminal under sentence. Ladies will he 
ready to send in petitions evenfor a Pom 
roy.that lie may not be dealt with justly; 
flowers for the cells of tho condemned 
anarchists. So bouquets were hung for 
years at the tomb of Nero. Of course 
the sparrow will have plenty of softness 
to shield him. if government tries to an- 
nihilate him, and all the states in the 
Union cry out for riddance for the swift- 
ly multiplying pest: “Wo love to feed 
him: he looks so pretty in the winter.” 

So do mice and rats. How glossy their 
fur. and what intelligent oyes! The 
sparrow all the world over is the air- 
mouse. He feeds on the same kinds of 
food as man, as the rodentia do; fruits 
and grains, all he can get. “Worms?” 
not if he can fiy down where fowls are 
fed, or spy a possible chance for an oat 
in the tilth of the street. 

And see the unclean stuff he will pile 
into his baggy nest; how do tasteful 
people put lip with the appearance of tho 
side of Arlington street church, say— a 
perfect sparrow pig-sty! The friends of 
tho sparrow haven’t got much acquaint- 
ed with him yet, that's tho trouble. They 
know him only in part, as a tender- 
hearted child pleads for tho mouse to he 
let out again, in the pantry, “he is so 
pretty, mother!’’ 

So are stuffed song birds on the ladies’ 
hats; but any lady who will consent to 
wear one after she has been told that the 
most brilliant colored are those where 
the dear, brilliant creature was actually 
skinned alive to prevent any fading lines, 
is not my ideal of a “lady.” Thousands 
of sweet orchard singers are thus inhu- 
manly martyred — every bird-skin a 
“badge of cruelty!” 

Civilization driving birds away? Why 
no, not necessarily, birds are very rare 
where homes of men aro not. Almost 
the only birds in the White mountains, 
for instance, ate a few jays and crows. 
You will hear no robins bacK in the de» p 
forests: find even game-birds, like the 
partridge and quail, haunt the fields 
nearest their hunter’s habitations. But 
our elms and maples along the streets 
might have more of these songsters, if it 
were not for the boys, and the sparrows, 
say! Yes; at ieast we could hear the 
warblers that do sing, better, if the spar- 
rows di<l not chatter so, like all the peo- 
ple who go to concerts to wlrsper and 
carry on in spite of sweetest strains. 
Kars have to be very acute, that would 
listen to any rare bird notes iu the vicin- 
ity of the sparrows. But if our laws 
could only he executed, there would soon 
he relief both from the bird-nest thieves, 
and from the sparrows alike. For law 
says destroy the latter and line the form- 
er* *lo for every separate egg stolen, 
without certificate in the hand: fur one 
over sixteen years of age, too. And 
boys, if you are “scientific” bear in mind 
, that the true scientist studies hiw speci- 
| men, nowadays, on the tree with an op- 
; era-glass, ami not on a shelf in the bird- 
j morgue, if it is possible so to do. He 
I wants to know something, and not mere- 
ly to “kill something with his gun.” But

Though old winter 1ms lingoroil long 
in hiH attentions to fair young spring, and 
has tritMl to win her favor with diatnondH 
of ico and white mantlcH of snow, site (m 
already dropping from her lap the pres- 
ent* of the dreary old gonth man, 
and turning to meet Iter blooming young 
lover, Summer, who will bring her drap- 
ery of richest green, and adorn her with 
Topaz buttercups, Sapphiro violets and 
ruby Maple blossoms. How lavishly 
these jrwels arc given, the groat variety 
of them, and the curious and interesting 
forms they are fashioned into, very few 
ot us realize, till we turn our attention 
to them more carefully than is wont. 

I am sure it will make an interesting 
subject for a weekly talk with our read- 
ers, to toll the names of those we find, 
and to note the many peculiarities of 
their nature. Wo will avoid all the long 
words and technical terms which lead 
people to think that Botanical studies 
are dry and stupid. We will not under- 
take long walks nor seek only for rare 
specimens; we agree to confine ourselves 
to a single lot of land about our homo, 
not two acres in extent; oven here, we 
will take no note of any purposoly culti- 
vated plants, paying attention only to 
such as appear without the immediate 
care and supervision of anyone but Dame 
Nature. 

If we are not mistaken, our readers 
will he much surprised at the great vari- 
ety we shall And even with these restric- 
tions, and the opportunity wo shall have 
to examine the wonderful and curious 
operations in the vegetable world. 

In popular belief there is a wide gulf 
between plant and animal, but we shall 
see that no such separation exists. With- 
out going down to the lower organisms, 
where it is often difficult to distinguish 
between the animal and the vegetable, 
we shall And in the higher classes of 
plants many characteristics which are 
commonly assigned to animals alone. 

We shall And them gifted with the 
power of motion for definite purposes, 
and so far as we can decide, in almost a 
sentient manner. They have definite 
means of defence against their enemies, 
and appropriate methods of attracting 
their friends. They wander over the 
world in different ways, and often subdue 
or even drive out the native inhabitants 
of a land new’ to them, after a contest 
j ust as real as men have experienced in 
their now settlements. With many kinds 
we shall find just as distinct a division 
of the labors of plant life, as we do in 
colonies of ants and bees. As among 
mankind, we shall find some who go 
through life attending to their own af- 
fairs and honestly gaining their own live- 
lihood; others who live on the labors of 
their neighbors, either openly depending 
on them for support, or secretly stealing 
from them the stores they have gathered 
for their own use. We shalj be struck 
with the wonderful correlations between 
animal and vegetable life, and the strange 
net-work of wants and uses which binds 
the one to the other; not only are they 
useful to each other, but with many 
there is an actual dependence so great 
that one cannot live without the other. 
In olden times it was ihe duty of a good 
housewife to keep on hand a goodly 
store of “yarbs” for the various ordinary 
ailments of .a family; then this custom of 
our ancestors began to be laughed at, so 
that of late years wo trust entirely to 
the druggist for our doses. The old ideas 
however, wore not so far wrong as many 
think: the more we learn of the wonder- 
ful manner in which animal and vegeta- 
ble life are mutually related, the strong- 
er grows the conviction of thoughtful 
minds that there is uo ill which Aesli is 
heir to, but has its remedy somewhere 
in the vegetable kingdom. We shall seo 
that the color and perfume of flowers are 
attributes that have special and peculiar 
relations with their life, and witli the 
production of seed; that, for iustance, 
when wo find almost all flowers opening 
towards evening or at night lobe both 
white and sweet scented, it is because 
these characteristics are beneficial to the 
plant. In fact, it is one of the most in- 
teresting feature of, the new methods of 
studying flowers, that we pay less atten- 
tion to names and the dry details of their 
organization, but rathor spend our time 
iu learning why they grow as they do. 
Color, perfume, shape and size of leaves, 
thorns, poisonous juices, sweet fruit, all 
the great variety of seed vessels, each and 
everything has a reason for being as it is, 
and nothing in plant life is purposeless 
or the result of chance. 

A primrose by the river's brim 
Or by the cotiuge dour, 

A yellow primrose wus to him 
Ami it was nothing more. 

Tims the poet describes a very largo 
multitude, but wo believe, a multitude 
which is yearly being lessened. The now 
methods of study have made attractive 
and entertaining what was formerly dry 
and uninteresting. Especially to young 
minds is it of interest, to discover the 
reasons for what they see about them. 

The words with which the English 
writer. J. E. Taylor, has closed his work, 
will form a most excellent introduction 
to the survey which we will make with 
our young friends, of the pleasant paths 
in the vegetable kingdom. 

"The further we investigate the where- 
fore of things, the more wo are convinced 
that the vegetable world is as much 
under Divine care as the animal; and 
that the same Providence which takes 
note of the sparrow falling to t he ground, 
gives to the lily its perfume, the tulip its 
streaks, the poppy its color, and the 
thistle its thorns — in each case because 
these gifts are beneficial to t lie plants 
themselves and t lie species to which they 
belong. Itiglitly viewed, the immense 
amount of now knowledge concerning 
llo\v«ors and plants generally, which lias 
recently been accumulated and is now 
being formulated, gives us a grander and 
more reverent conception of the continu- 
ity and omnipresence of Eternal win- 
•do in.” M. U. 


Wesley and I lie Methodists. 

Hov. Dr. Shinn delivered tho fourth 
Incturo in his course on “Some Noted 
Religious Movements in Modern Times,” 
at Draco church, Sunday evening. His 
topic was “Wesley and tho Methodists.” 
Tho lecturer began by describing the 
state of religion and morals in England 
at the opening of tho 18th century. Tho 
whole tone of life in church, in state and 
in society had reached a low level. Tho 
influence of Walpole, tho first of the 
series of “great commoners,” who virtu- 
ally ruled because of tho colorless char- 
acter of Ooorgo I., was considered, and 
two of his acts were cited a« helping to 
put the English church into a condition 
of lethargy— his filling of the vacant 
bishoprics with his political partisans 
from among the clergy and his muzzling 
convocation. This latter act deprived 
the clergy of th o only opportunity thoy 
had for the discussion of abuses and for 
united efforts at reform. The growth of 
infidelity in educated circles and tho in- 
crease of brutality among tho ignorant 
were referred to. Quotations wero made 
to show how widespread were tho evils, 
and lienee how great was tho need of 
some bold voices to rebuke vice and to 
bring out clearly the claims of a religion 
which seemed for tho time to bo thrust 
aside. 

This prelude led on to the account of 
tho birth and education of John Wesley, 
and of how he was prepared to aid in the 
work of stirring up the masses of the 
people and of quickening religious life 
whore it was well nigh dead. The sketch 
of Wesley closed with the account of his 
marvellous activity in his old age. When 
84 years he was still the indefatigable 
worker. Wesley himself always opposed 
any separation from the church, and at 
his death was a regular priest of the es- 
tablished church. His last advice to his 
followers was not to leave tho church. 
The lecturer then devoted some space to 
explaining tho growth of Methodism. 
When Wesley died, in 17111, the number 
of Methodists was 100,000. In 1881, the 
great council in London reported over 
live millions of members of the 28 
brandies of tho great Methodist family. 
The three causes which have had some- 
thing to do witli this great increase have 
been these: 

First, Methodism has had a practical 
working theology. Apart from the ques- 
tion of now correct it may be, it lias the 
merit of being definite, clear and free 
from theological bias. Second, Methodism 
lias not despised the common people. 
They whom it reached awhile ago in this 
country and in England, have, with the 
strange rolling over of society, come up 
toward the top, and now are able to fill 
Methodist channels with money and in- 
fluence. Third, Methodism has been a 
cheerful faith. It has tried to enjoy CJod 
in the life that now is. It has sung its 
way into many hearts, and has gone on 
rejoicing. 

In conclusion the lecturer expressed 
the hope that the placing of the tablet 
in memory of John Wesley and his 
brother Charles in Westminster Abbey, 
might be a prophecy of the return of the 
Methodist body to the church.

Wilson And the Surplus. 

In 1807 Henry Wilson in the U. S. Sen- 
ate spoke as follows: 

“Men who have looked with hungry 
eyes upon a treasury overflowing with 
surplus millions do not wish to see the 
sources from which those coveted mil- 
lions are derived dried lie. Now, as in 
the times past, political ambition is not 
unwilling to sacrifice tho business inter- 
ests of the country in the hope to win 
political power. ... I think Ameri- 
can labor will lie best protected by taxing 
all the necessities of life lightly; placing 
tho raw materials which enter into our 
manufactures on the free list: raising 
revenue to support the government upon 
articles that come in competition with 
our manufacturers and upon the luxuries 
of life, which are consumed by the more 
worthy classes of society. . . . We 

want all those articles that enter as raw 
materials into the manufactures of the 
country free of duty, so that the country 
can stand on an equality in the markets 
of the world with tho other nations of 
the world. . . . Depend upon it, the 
country will not stand still or consent to 
keep peace with the growth of Pennsyl- 
vania railroad iron establishments. This 
talk about protection, the history of the 
past 2ft years} shows, has been main- 
ly for political effect. Every public man 
knows it has been so. I think the inter- 
ests of the labor of this country will he 
best promoted by living ns near as we 
can practically to the doctrines of sound 
political economy. ... 1 support 

this measure because, in my judgement, 
any legislation of Congress which tends 
toward freedom of trade, toward liberal- 
izing tho rovouuo laws of the country, is 
an advantage to its capital and labor. 1 
believe it sincerely, and tho experience 
of the past proves it to be true.”

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A COOPERATIVE BANK. 


It is very gratifying to state that a co- 
operative hank is being organized in 
Newton. Its workings are quite fully 
explained in an article iu another column, 
and subsequent articles are promised 
which will give fuller details. 

One of the Greatest needs of Newton 
is small and tasteful houses, which are 
within the roach of people of moderate 
means. In Wards One and Seven, especial- 
ly, there are no houses for young men of 
small incomes, and Newton loses yearly 
a large number of this desirable class of 
residents, becauso they cannot afford to 
live here. It is barely possible to find a 
modern house at a rent of 5400, in a 
pleasant neighborhood, but they are very 
few, the majority of rented houses rang- 
ing between $450 and $700. Most young 
people who are just beginning life can 
not afford such prices, and so they go to 
Somerville, Malden, Medford, and other 
suburbs, and Newton loses a very much 
needed addition to its population. There 
is a good deal of vacant land, on Brighton 
Hill, Tremont street. Pearl street, Waban 
Park, and many locations in other wards, 
convenient of access, and to he bought at 
a moderate price, which would be well 
suited for small and attractive houses, 
and at a moderate rent they would be 
eagerly sought for. 

Nevertheless, what Newton needs 
most is not renters but property 
owners, men who will regard the city as 
their homo and take au active interest in 
its affairs. Young men, who who will be- 
come identified with the city, and take 
the place of those who have given New- 
ton its honorable name. A cooperative 
hank is for the benefit of the large class 
of young men, who have some three 
or four hundred a year above their ex- 
penses, and who would be glad of any 
way of investing it in a home for their 
families. 

Other suburban towns have cooperative 
banks which have proved a brilliant suc- 
cess, their population increasing rapidly, 
and the additions being of the most de- 
sirable class. With its railroad advan- 
tages there is no reason why Newton 
should not have thirty or forty thousand 
population within ten years, hut so far 
there has been little inducement for peo- 
ple of moderate incomes to come here. 
With a cooperative bank, such as is con- 
templated, all this would he changed, 
and the plan lias already received the 
sanction and solid encouragement of 
some of the men most interested in New- 
ton’s welfare. 

Every young man in the city ought to 
be inteiestcd in the scheme, as it is pos- 
sible for him to become a shareholder 
by paying a small monthly assessment, 
and so lay up something for the future. 
It is the best kind of a mutual insurance 
company to invest in aud much more safe 
and reliable than many of the assess- 
ment companies.

The question of getting rid of the Eng- 
lish sparrows has excited considerable 
interest among the people of Newton. 
“Repeater” adds his testimony in a breezy 
letter in another column. 


Chairman Barton of the school board 
read a letter from Miss Sinead at the 
school board meeting on Monday night, 
and accompanied it with some more or 
less personal remarks.which are amusing 
from their exaggeration, and from the 
total avoidance of the t eal point at issue. 

No one now charges that Miss Smead 
has resigned, and that some members of 
the school board are concealing the fact. 
This was said at the time of the election, 
but it long since became evident that if 
Miss Smead had written a letter of resig- 
nation. she had withdrawn it. It was 1 
naturally supposed that a lady of Miss 
Sinead’s high sense of duty would not 
have gone away from the city for a year 
without resigniug her position, so that 
the vacancy might have been filled. The 
people expected such action, and not to . 
have done so has giveu rise to consider- 
able dissatisfaction. In her letter 
Miss Smead states that she has not re- 
signed, which the public knew before, but 
all will be glad to hear that she is com- 
ing home to resume her duties iu May, 
and judging from her letter she intends 
to continue to fullil them to the end of 
her term of office. 

As for Mr. Burton’s statements about 
“positive proof,” aud “knowing that the 
resignation was a fact,” he has either been 
misinformed or he forgets the calmness 
and precision of statement, that is fitting 
for his position. The case is simply this: 
Thu Guapuiu was informed early last 
December thut a letter of resignation had 
been received, aud had beeu shown U> 
our informant. This was repeated to 
one of the new members of the board, 
with the advice that he find out the truth 
of the matter by asking Mr. Barton. We

The Ninth District Delegates. 

The Ninth District Republicans have 
elected two Blaine men to represent 
them at Chicago. Mr. D. W. Farquhar 
has made no secret of his desires to go 
to Chicago to vote for Mr. Blaine, and 
Major Gould, from his connection with 
the Republican club movement, is of 
course an enthusiastic Blaine man. The 
machine worked very nicely, its wheels 
were well lubricated, and the result is 
generally regarded as a victory for Mr. 
Ely, who wants another chance to rep- 
resent the district in Washington. 

The anti-convention proceedings were 
of decided interest to a student of Amer- 
ican politics. Mr. Farquhar was present 
shaking hands with the delegates, Mr. 
Geo. M. Towle of Brookline was indus- 
triously circulating ballots containing 
his name as au alternate, and the mem- 
bers of the district committee were put- 
ting iu a little work where it would do 
tlie most good. The Newton men found 
tiiat the delegates were already pledged, 
and that the caucuses in the back towns 
had been so well looked after, that Mr. 
Burr would only receive about 510 votes, 
including Newton, Brookline aud the 
more prominent towns. It is a great 
compliment iu these days for a citizen to 
get so many votes, without doing 
any work to secure them. 

The convention was called to ouler by 
Mr. Powers, who stated that the chair- 
man of the district committee, Mr. Fsu- 
(iuhar, was too modest to perform that 
duty, as lie was a candidate before the 
convention, and George M. Towle of 
Brookline was chosen chairman and 
James 15. Walker, secretary. ‘.Ml of the 
I OH deiegutes were present. Fred II. 
Williams of Fox boro nominated Major J, 
Ilenry Gould of Medlleld as one delegate 
and J. B. Goodrich nominated Mr. Far- 
quhar, in au eloquent little speech, in 
which he dwelt upon Mr. Farquhar’s oast 
and future services to the narty and of 
the disappointment he would fee! if he 
wore not chosen.

1 
the only wound being on the side of the 
head.

Earlv in his life he developed a j 
strong love for books, and witli great 
determination he succeeded in obtaining 
a common school education in his native 
town and at Vernon, and subsequently 
graduated from Vale in the class of 1839. 
Obtaining a pastorate as a minister of 
the Congregational society at Framing- 
ham Centre, lie stayed seven years, and 
there married. While at Framingham 
lie was elected secretary of tlie American 
Educational Society, and lie then relin- 
quished his pastorate and devoted him- 
self to his duties until 1884, when he re- 
signed on acount of advancing age and 
because he wished to devote more time 
to literary work. During his life lie had 
been a large contributor to magazines, 
both religious and secular, and liis writ- 
ings, botli in poetry and prose, are well 
known throughout the literary world. 
He was at one time an associate editor 
of the Congregatiouist. was a contribu- 
tor to tho New Englander, and had been 
the historiographer of the Historical Go- 
ucologieal Society for a long period. He 
lias written many beautiful poems.

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THE WORLD AROUND MY HAMMOCK. 


Read at the West Newton Wnnmn> Education- 
al Club Picnic. April 27, by MissS. E. Cushman. 

Tho hammock Rwitifjn botwoon two tall 
spruces, and a spreading ash, fringed 
with green keys. Further away aro elms, 
and near by various shrubs; honoy-suckle 
dotted with yellow fruit; Hiiowborry with 
pink velvet lined flowers, “matrimony” 
with scant, uninteresting folingo and 
conspicuous blossoms, purple and brown, 
along its straggling sprays. 

This last is especially bclovod of Bom- 
bus; lie is here, in ali si/.es and coloring, 
hurrying over the blossoms, at all hours 
of tho tlay. One spray that swings to- 
wards mo has been visited seven times 
within tun minutes, and now tho latest 
arrival, what a plump, determined fol- 
low he is,— finding the lioneycups empty, 
is prying open the buds to get first taste 
of the nectar within. How bard ho 
pulls upou the petals, holding back the 
elastic leaves with his second feet, while 
tugging w’ith his little black claws to 
force an entrance. At last bo succeeds in 
pushing his head within on ono side, and 
hums away, leaving the buds demoralized. 
Curiosity leads me to an examination of 
the spray, and I find it has very few per- 
fect flowers; nearly every one has a lobe 
more or loss bruized and torn. Do they 
all blossom by force then? How even 
Nature is hurried by competition. 

There is dissension among the spruce 
boughs, and husks and cores are flung 
down upon me. Thoro are the rogues 
just above with feathery tails upraised, 
tearing cones in pieces with a rapidity 
that suggests they -are running a race 
with each other, yet with a watchful eye 
upon the intruder below which leaves no 
doubt their shots are directed of inten- 
tion. 

The squirrel iR a restless fellow, seldom 
still. From tho olms, along the line of 
spruces to the big ash and back again, 
up and down, taking flying leaps from 
sprays that dip low under bis elastic 
weight; chasing his mate in and out with 
lightening like rapidity, boxing, wrest- 
ling and rolling over her; chattering and 
laughing in the maddest of romps till 
you wonder how it is that he never loses 
his footing; it is fascinating to a summer 
idler to contemplate such tireless energy. 
Once he makes a sudden spring over nor 
back, and seizing her by the ear with his 
teeth, runs her up the long, straight 
bole of the tree, and there follows among 
the green tangle something that looks 
more like a quarrel. There is a sharp 
altercation for some minutes, each trying 
to out talk the other, till, with an indig- 
nant flirt of her tail, she springs off along 
the green highway, pausing upon tho elm 
trunk to send back a last retort to her 
partner, who flattened upon his branch 
with head on one side watching her 10 - 
treat, vouchsafes no reply. 

From the elm bole a quick leap lands 
her upon the stonewall, in whose depths 
somewhere hidden is store and shelter. 
A rare old wall it is, smooth and trim 
upon tho face, but its topmost cracks 
and seams crowded full of housclccks 
and golden wall pepper, and just within 
the green cushions, against the turf it 
frames, woll worn entrances to homes of 
squirel, mouse, mole cricket, and who 
. knows how many others. 

Just below tho squirrel’s domicile a 
wild grape clambers over, reaching long 
arms out upon the turf, and beyond rise 
close ranks of milkweed, hung full of 
purple asli colored clusters, heavy with 
sweetness, and now that the sun is hoc 
upon them, dreamily alive with a swarm 
of lotus eaters. 

No one hurries hero, even Bombus 
hangs luxuriously long upon tho close- 
globed blossoms, and murmuring content, 
languidly draws the quaint horns of 
nectar toward him, sipping their contents 
greedily. IDs tiny black claws are full 
of winged pollen grains which he has 
dragged out iu his lazy reaching for new 
blossoms. 

But a sudden impetus is given to his 
indolent feast by the arrival of ono of 
his follows. Ho protests the banquet is 
his by right of discovery, and scrambles 
a igrily over it. gathering up the full cups 
in his arms, and then half intoxicated, 
plunges head first into the next (lower 
cluster and fairly rolls in it, till his black 
velvet cap bears a topaz coronet of glit- 
tering pollen wings. 

Ho is a bluff, good natured follow, and 
his ill humor is never more than a pass- 
ing cloud upon tho sun. When you wake 
him taking bis siesta in milkweed cradle 
or royal downbod of thistle, he holds up 
protesting hands, grumbling whimsically 
with only a little impatience at having 
his perfect enjoyment marred. 

In the bank yonder he and his kindred 
go in and out of the sod beneath the 
trees all day. Choosing a place near, l 
lay on tho grass to watch tho colony, 
when on a sudden 1 became aware of a 
note of remonstrance breaking in upon 
the noacoful rhythm of content, and 
looking up found myself addressed by 
a perplexed and indignant householder. 

“Look here, you great, clumsy creature! 
Isn't this big, sunny, blossomy world 
large enough, that you must come and 
sit on my doorstop.” 

“Oh!” said 1, wondering if he would 
come to blows, “1 am too comfortable to 
move, go in at the other door. 

lie took a discontented sweep around 
my head; evidently the back entrance, if 
there was one, was also accessible, and 
poising himself in the air about six

treo across the lawn, suddenly discovers 
tho house-eats, but concludes to make a 
dash for it. Puss bounds after with 
great leaps, and, just too late, crouches 
patiently at the troe foot.

Cherries 
are forgotten in his rage at being treed, 
and he dances up and down, scolding 
himself hoarse to no avail. 

A slight movement in the honeysuckle 
directs attention to a small chrysalis, too 
late, however, to sec how it came to life, 
for there to its empty cradle clings the 
trembling Psyche, her damp, crumpled 
wings weak and helpless. How tho nuw 
life beats and quivers through thorn, 
straightening ami strengthening them, 
bit by bit. till their glory is fully revealed; 
but still she clings, slowly fanning hor- 
solf in tho sun. What gleaming, metal- 
lic tints, blue and silver, run across them 
as they rise and fall! And when they 
pause outspread, wero ever browns so 
deep and glowing elsewhere 

And all this splendor to bo worn a fow 
short summer hours! Not even so long! 
For as 1 watch, expecting momently to 
see her float away, she is suized by a 
darting oxfly, and both fall to the 
ground; a brief, spasmodic flutter, and 
the wings are stilled. For death is busy 
here. Hidden under yonder grape-vine 
is a dwelling curiously wrought of pa- 
per, wIioho occupants are no honey-gath- 
erers, but tierce hunters, and my bit of 
greensward is rich in game. I know 
them by their wliito masks and bands; 
when one of them darts upon a fly she 
never misses her aim, but pausing only 
long enough to shear the wings from her 
victim, boars it away to the store house. 

Hurriedly crossing the worn turf is 
Daddy-long-legs, as the children name 
him— and is it by appointment? He meets 
his double in the way. PerhapR it is a 
chanter from the history of a family 
feud, or are these rusty fellows as ill- 
tempered as they look? For straight on 
they come, and without giving time for 
parley, hardly for a challenge, fall upon 
each other, wrestling and biting savage- 
ly. There goes a leg! But its owner is 
only tho more reckless, and their move- 
ments are so rapid it is impossible to 
distinguish which is uppermost in the 
melee. It begins to look like the famous 
battle of the Kilkenny cats, when, sud- 
denly as begun, the conflict ceases, and 
the duelists, one with but four legs and 
a half and tho other with five, rush away 
in opposite directions. Ono can but 
wonder what so bloodthirsty a quarrel 
was about, and which of them had the 
right of it. 

A similar disagreement, though that 
was undoubtedly a family matter, took 
place upon the fence rail a few days 
since, between two small jumping spi- 
ders. Black velvet suits and ugly green 
jaws had they, and energy sufficient to 
furnish forth much larger lives.

There seems to be an at- 
traction in ono broad blade which lies 
full in the warm beam, and yet there can 
be 110 other halting place so full of dan- 
ger to tho drowsy loiterers. Such a 
savage enemy lurks beside it! There is 
uothiug dainty in her coat of coarse, 
black plusli, How strong she looks! 
How her beady crown of eyes glitters, 
ami what merciless jaws! Somewhere 
near is her underground castle; its walls 
and closely fitting trap door padded and 
lined with creamy silk, but she declines 
to show me its locality. She is not easi- 
ly terrified. When I draw nearor she 
crouches low. and a touch induces her to 
move but a few paces. I have never yet 
seen her run, though I have often encour- 
aged her to do so.

mayor KIMBALL BKFOltK V'tSl NTY I 

rOMMlSMIONKIt*. 

Mayor Kimball had An Pxlvtidod won- I 
fcrence with tho county cOmtnl^sioncrs I 
at East Cambridge, Yuofcdfiy ttvorning, in ; 
relation to establishing a county truant j 
school for children. A petition has been j 
signed to that effect by Newton, Wal- 
tham and WtfNrrtown, and only awaits 
the signatures 'tft tho mayors of Cam- 
bridge and Soitfdrvillo to ho presented to 
the commNsloifers. This is in accordance 
with section 14 of chapter 48 of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, in which it is oxpressly 
stated that if three or more towns in any 
county so require, the county commis- 
sioners shall establish at the expense of 
the county, a convenient place therein, 
other than a jail or Iiouho of correction, 
viz: A truant school for tho imprison- 
ment. discipline and instruction of minor 
children. 

Mayor Kimball said: “Newton, Wal- 
tham and Watertown have already signed 
the petition, and that Cambridge and 
Somerville will do so also I have no 
doubt. The plan 1 have in view, and 
tho ono that meets with the approval of 
the commissioners, is the establishment 
of a large school, which will bo presided 
over by carefully-selected teachers. Tho 
school, in my opiuion, should be con- 
nected with a farm of possibly fifty or 
less acres, so that the children confined 
there might have every advantage of 
healthful outdoor exorcise. My roasona 
for favoring a large structure are that, in 
time, it is hoped that Lowell, Woburn, 
Malden, Melrose, Everett, Medford, Stone- 
ham. Framingham and Marlboro will 
unite with those now engaged in the 
work. In this way we would have a 
county truant school, the effects of which 
would ho of the best towards forming 
character.” 

. Mayor Kimball, in speaking of the pro- 
posed* management or educational ad- 
vantages, said that lie favored the estab- 
lishment of an industrial branch of edu- 
cation also in connection with the other 
departments. A man with a trade, even 
though he be addicted to drink, is better 
qualified to battle with the world any 
time than one who has no trade. 

The principal reason why tho cities 
and towns are asking for the establish- 
ment of a truant school is that better re- 
sults are reached by sending a truant 
child to such a school than to a prison or 
jail, For instance, a hoy could be sent 
away for a week, a month or longer, as 
the case might demand, Instead of con- 
fining them for an unreasonably extonded 
period. Under the ptoseut state of 
things a child cannot be sent to tho Law- 
rence Reform School for a period less 
than two years. This in 99 out of 100 
cases is to' > long, and likely to leave a very 
unwholesome stamp on the character of 
tho child so confined. 

Tho mayors of Cambridge, Somerville, 
Waltham and the Selectmen of Water- 
town will meet with Mayor Kimball at 
Newton Friday night, and take prelimi- 
nary steps toward furthering the pre- 

[ )osed work. The county commissioners 
ook upon the plan favorably, and will 
act unon the petition as soon as practica- 
lle after it is presented.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS. 


TIIP.IU GENERAL USE IN THE CITY 
STREETS CONTEMPLATED. 

The Committee on Fuel and Street 
Lights of the City Council will recom- 
mend that a contract he made with the 
Newton Electric Light and Power com- 
pany, for tlie lighting of all the streets of 
the city. They have looked over tlie 
matter thoroughly ami aie satisfied that 
the work can be done by tlie company to 
the entire satisfaction of the citizens. 
The company have offered to furnish 1400 
incandescent lights and 00 arc lights, a 
larger number than are now in oil aud 
gas street lamps, for the amount of the 
appropriation for next year, $27,000. The 
incandescent lamps are to be of 25 candle 
power and even tlie back districts, which 
are now illuminated by oil lamps, are to 
have the benefit of tlie new form of 
street lighting. There are now some over 
1200 street lamps, and the proposed in- 
crease will be about equal to the number 
of new lights that are annually called 
for. The matter will probably come up 
at the next meeting of the city govern- 
ment, as the present contract will expire 
on June 1st. The street fight committee 
consistsof Aldermen Nickerson and Ward 
and Councilman Gore, Hale and Fenno. 


Young Men’s Catholic Lyceum.

Death of James J. Tower. 

The news of the deatli of Mr. James J.

CO-OPERATIVE HANKS. 

ANSWERS TO SOME QUESTIONS THAT 
HAVE BEEN ASKED. 


The following are answers to some of 
the questions that have been asked in re- 
gard to co-operative banks since the ap- 
pearance of the articles in the Graphic 
of May 4th : 

Where do co-operative banks make 
their profits? 

1. From the interest on loans. The 
rat«j paid averages fi 1-2 per cent, though 
this is reduced in the end by participa- 
tion in the profits. 

2. From withdrawals. .Statistics show 
that 75 per cent of the shares are volun- 
tarily withdrawn before maturity. 
Investors roll up a sum largo 
enough to put into a dividend paying in- 
vestment; or borrowers reduce their 
loans to a sum they can handle, and 
transfer their mortgages to ordinary 
ones at 5 per cent. On withdrawals but 
75 per cent of the credited profits is 
paid. The hank makes the other 25 per 
cent clear. 

3. From the fact that interest is paid 
on the full amount borrowed until it is 
all cancelled. This would be set off by 
the rebate of the interest credited to the 
shares, if they were allowed to mature; 
but as the bank pays interest only on a 
smaller though growing sum, while it 
draws interest steadily on the maximum 
amount, it is clear that when shares are 
withdrawn before maturity there will be 
a balance in favor of the bank. 

4. From the rapid turning over of the 
capital. 

Can dues be paid in advance? 

Yes, but they will not begin to share 
in the profits until the date when regular- 
ly due. 

Are there certificates of shares? 

# No, the shareholder has a pass book 
like a savings bank book. 

Are the shares transferable? 

Yes, like a savings bank deposit. 

Can a man with no capital at all obtain 
property through a co-operative bank? 

No. if by no capital is meant no money 
at all. A co-operative bank is not a 
building association or organized for 
speculation in real estate, neither cau it 
create something from nothing. The 
mortgages are like any other mortgages 
except that by the methods loans are 
more advantageously made and more 
easily paid by men of moderate means. 

How more advantageously made? 

Money will be loaned to be advanced as 
building progresses, so that the borrower 
receives it as needed, while a safe mar- 
gin on the valuation is retained by the 
bank. Again a co-operative bank' will 
loan to a higher per centage on the ulti- 
mate value than an ordinary mortgagee, 
because the liability steadily diminishes 
and the circumstances of each case are 
more readily taken into account. 

Who decides on tlie value of the securi- 
ty and theamouut the bank will loan on 
it? 

The board of directors on report of 
tlie security committee. 

Suppose a man under lively competi- 
tion bids a higher premium than the 
average, can he bid money in at a lower 
rate if the chance offers later to pay off 
the first with the second? 

Certainly. 

What happens if a man cannot pav his 
dues? 

If he is a non-borrower, he can with- 
draw part or ali of his shares. If a bor- 
rower he must pay off his mortgage or it 
will be foreclosed, but every borrower 
has seven months grace before fore- 
closure, and can usually make some ar- 
rangement in that time. Foreclosures 
are very rare and ought never to occur. 
In one of the oldest banks in Boston 
there have never been but two fore- 
closures. those oceured in the first year 
of its existance, eleven years ago. The 
security committee never allow a ioau to 
a close margin unless guarded in other 
ways from |danger of inability to pay. 
When a borrower finds that under a co- 
operative bank mortgage he has too 
heavy a burden to carry he can usually 
change it to an ordinary mortgage at a 
much smaller annual expenditure. 

Is there any limit to loans? 

Yes, $5000 to any one person. 

Can money be invested iu trust for an- 
other? 

Yes, expressly provided by statute.

The Fight for Pure Food. 

The aggressive war waged by tho ltoyal 
Baking Powder Company upon the hosts 
of aduiternted and impure baking pow- 
ders sold throughout tho country is hav- 
ing a desirable offect.

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OUR BEAUTIFUL NEIGHBORS. 

WHO HAVE HERN BEEN AND NOTED THE 
PART WEEK.

In commencing this wook’s clmt, it will 
he well to rloHcribe a littlo more in <lo- 
tail than wo wero able in tlio last article, 
tho motliod wo liavo in viow. Among 
floworing plants, we shall mention only 
such as wo have already found in bloom; 
iu the so-called noil-flowering plants wo 
shall take note of them just ns tlioy hap- 
pen to attract our notice. Wo say non- 
flowering, in accordance with popular 
custom, though wo must toll you that 
plants without flowers are unknown to 
nature. As objects attracting tho eye by 
more or loss of beauty, we shall find that 
flowers are lacking in far tho larger quan- 
tity of plants; hut ns organs for the per- 
petuation of tho species, none can con- 
tinue existonco without them, unaided 
by mail’s ingenuity. 

Wo promised to avoid all technical 
terms, hut we must take for granted that 
most of our roadors know tho names for 
tho more conspicuous parts of a flower, 
such ns sepnls or tho divisions of the 
calyx, potals or divisions of the corolla, 
stamens or pollen bearing organs, and 
pistils or seed producing organs. Furth- 
er than this wo do not think we shall 
need to make uso of technical terms, ex- 
cept that it may he of interest to give with 
the common name, tho botanical name 
of such specimens as we find. Wo shall 
find quite a number of our now friends 
to he like ourselves, descendants of an 
cestors who have in various ways and at 
various times left their homes and settled 
in a new country. In such cases wo will 
note the fact as above, giving the uamo 
of tlioir mother country. 

Wo have agreed, as you may remem- 
ber, not to wander away from our own 
lot of land, and no matter how tempting 
a display occurs 011 neighboring premises, 
nor how attractively any beauty across 
the way may nod at us, wo shall be satis- 
fied with our own companions and avoid 
every temptation to stray: indeed as the 
season advances we shall nave all we can 
<lo to get acquainted with the interesting 
individuals whom wo shall find living 
right beside us. 

Nor shall wo undertake to give full 
and therefore tiresome descriptions of 
all the plants wo find. Each week's new 
acquaintances will bo mentioned by name 
but we shall uso them rather as a text 
from which we can take some entertain- 
ing idea and develop it as we have time, 
space and ability. 

Up to the present date we are over 
300° short of tho average supply of heat 
since January 1, and we shall find that 
plant life is slower than usual in awak- 
ing from its winter sleep; the debts of 
nature are. however, never dishonored, 
and with softer airs and summer skies wo 
shall soon find our beautiful neighbors 
glancing at us witli bright eyes, and in- 
viting us to become better acquainted 
with them. 

One of the most curious and interest- 
ing facts in plant life, and one which has 
been only lately been understood, is that 
of cross-fertilization, lly this wo mean, 
that ns a general rule, the pistil of a 
flower is best, and often only fertilized, 
or made to produce seed, by the pollen 
coming from some other flower of tho 
same kind. Very seldom do the sta- 
mens of a flower fertilize their own pis- 
til, even when surrounding it. Nature 
believes that prevention is better than 
cure, and though an ordinary observer 
would believe that stamens were set 
about the pistil iu order to easily ferti- 
lize it, this seldom occurs. Either the 
stamens and pistils come to maturity at 
different times, or they so differ in length 
as to prevent the pollen reaching tho pis- 
til; sometimes the stamens and pistil 
grow in separate flowers on the same 
plant, and sometimes on entirely sepa- 
rate plants; in some cases even when the 
pollen does reach its own pistil, it 
produces no more effect, than if from a 
species entirely distinct. 

How are seeds fructified then, you will 
ask'.* By the agency ot tho wind and of 
insects; and this has given the basis for 
two great divisions of the vegetable 
world. We shall find that those plants 
which arc wind fertilized, form the largest 
but least attractive portion, while most 
of our colored and perfumed plants need 
insect agency to ripen their seeds. Some 
of tho curious contrivances by which the 
insects aro obliged to perform their part 
will interest us later. Our first acquain- 
tances are indebted to the spring breezes 
for the fructification of their seeds. 
Here wo see also one of tho beautiful 
adaptations of nature. Quito a propor- 
tion of our trees and many shrubs put 
forth tlioir flowers bofore the leaves 
come out, so that tho wind-blown notion 
does not liavo to seok among the ;leaves 
for its desired haven. Horc we also see 
an instance of what in our oyos seems 
one of the many cases of nature's extrav- 
agance. Immense quantities of pollen 
are produced, hut only au infinitesimal 
number of its grains ever find a lodge- 
ment whore it can accomplish the object 
of its existence. This is one of the se- 
crets yet to be unfolded; at present we 
can only rest satisfied with tho assured 
fact that ** I lo dooth all things well.” 

In the Arbor Vitae wo find that there 
is no apparent flower; the tree bears 
very small cones, some of which contain 
the stamens, and others small seeds 
which are fructified by tho wind-blown 
pollen. 

Tho Elm is also a wind-fertilized tree, 
though it bears clusters of flowers which 
contain both stamens and pistils. The 
White Elm is as peculiarly an American 
product as the Oak is an Knglish one; it 
seems, too, as though the national char- 
acters were fitly expressed in the two 
trees. The oak is stout and sturdy, and 
from its compact form well able to endure 
the winter storms. Tho elm has a more 
slender and graceful figure, but is tough 
and wirv, so that though bending before 
the wind, it will live through blasts that 
would uproot the oak. in ancient times 
the elm was looked upon as a funereal 
tree, and probably from this fact wo find 
that it has for centuries been the wood 
iu chief uso for coffins. In Roman times 
it was customary to train the grape 
vines to elm trees, and Milton describes 
one of the occupations of Adam and Eve 
"They It'd the viue 
To wed her Kim." 

Of tho littlo wooliy headed Everlasting 
we can only say that it too is one of tho 
wiud-tortiliz ed plants, and that its sta- 
mens and pistils are found on separate 
individuals. 

The (duckweed which we have found 
lias a twin brother who is likely to uppear 
any day and puzzle us to recoguize him 
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as another individual. They were mixed 
up in christening, and even t lie great, 
god-father of plants. Linnaeus, got them 
into tho wrong cradles in his herbarium. 
Prof. Gray lias tried to separate them bu- 
lls, and yet. when we find one described 
as "vory hairy and rather clammy” ami 
tho other as “clammy hairy,” you think 
he was having troublo also. He does, 
however go farther and says that C. Vul- 
gatum has acute sepals and short flower 
srems, while Viscosum has obtuse 
sopals and longer flower stems. Long 
and short aro only relative terms, ami 
after a pretty long acquaintance with 
these twins, wo must confess that we 
don’t know them apart, unless wo get 
them to stand up side by side. So per- 
haps after all, this in the other one.

Funeral of Rev. Dr. Turhux. 

Tho funeral of the late Rev. Increase 
N. Tarbox, I). D., was held in tho West 
Newton Congregational church, Monday 
afternoon. The pulpit platform was ap- 
propriately decorated with floral designs 
and cut flowers.among them being a very 
beautiful floral harp, an open book and a 
sheaf of wlient, besides several pillows 
of roses. 

The quartet from tho;01d South church, 
Boston, furnished music, opening with 
the selection, “I heard a voice from 
Heaven,” after which Rev. Mr. Patrick, 
pastor of the church, road the Scriptures 
and delivered a touching eulogy on the 
life and character of the deceased. He 
said, if our brother could express his 
wish ho would say “Take my form and 
boar it to its resting place, and say 
naught of me,” yet he was one to 
chronicle the virtues of others who 
have passed on before him, and it is not 
too much to say that no man could be 
taken from us of whom so many things 
could truthfully be said iu praise. He was 
a thoroughly good man. Tho most im- 
pressive thing which comes to mo to-day 
is what he least showed in his life. He 
was a many sided man. He dwelt in the 
past, yet ho was equally interested in the 
present. A special friend of tho aged 
and a delighted playmate of the chil- 
dren; serious, yet humorous; a great 
lover of books and of nature iu all her 
forms; a man of very strong and decided 
convictions, yet not arousing antagon- 
ism ; calm and candid iu his method of 
speaking tho truth, never content to be 
idle, but always working for the good of 
others. He was progressive and conserv- 
ative at the same time, a wonder too of 
achieymeut with his busy pen. He has 
left his record iu history, poetry, litera- 
ture and science, but the great work of 
his life is uiiHeenJiis influence was great, 
so great that no one can estimate it. As 
a parislionor he was unselfish and patient, 
listening to me as his pastor, although I 
was so inferior to him. Hero we lived 
side by side for twenty-eight years, and 
he has been my helper, always ready at 
any time to give welcome advice. 

Since he has gone I have thought of 
him as a wonder of thoughtfulness, so 
superior to his pastor and yet receiving 
my words as tho loast among us. Provi- 
dence directs our steps, in a way we 
know not. One by one the old friends 
are passing away and leaving us alone. 
About three years ago wo gathered into 
a volume a few of his poems and sent 
them to his friends, and it seems as if 
it was done as a memorial of his life. He 
went in town Thursday and came back 
exhausted, to lie down amid the books 
of his library, and there to breath out 
his life with the consciousness of peace 
with the whole world. 

Though he had past his activeness, he 
was a silent help to everyone. "God’s 
servants die, but the church still lives.” 
Mr. Patrick then read a poem written by 
Mr. Tarbox aud the quartet sang "Abide 
with me.” 

Rev. George A. Gordon, pastor of the 
Old South church, Boston, followed with 
an address in which ho said that Mr. Tar- 
box was a great friend of young men. al- 
ways ready and willing to reach out a 
helping hand to those who desired an 
education, but were unable to socure it 
from their own resources. Men ot his 
calibre are like groat forest trees, wo do 
do not know how largo they are until 
they are down. Mr. Gordon spoke of his 
great perseverance and rapid progress; 
his unfolding character, yielding a rich 
spiritual harvest. 

Mr. Gordon was followed by Rev. 
Daniel Butler, who gave a short address, 
dwelling on the remarkable instincts and 
attainments of the deceased, with whom 
he had been acquainted so many years, 
and whoso life was so great an influence 
and help to all of his associates. Dr. 
Gordon prayed very earnestly for the be- 
reaved family, and tho quartet closed the 
services by singing "Sleep thy last sleep.” 

Many prominent clergymen wore pres- 
ent from Boston and surrounding towns, 
delegates from the Historic Genealogical 
Society, the American College and Educa- 
tion Society, the American Missionary 
Association, aud tho American Congrega- 
tional Association, and the church was 
tilled with friends of the deceased. 

The pall bearers wore Editor Dexter 
of the Cougregationalist, Hon. H. A. 
Hill, Mr. E. P. Bond, Mr. J. L. Clarke, 
Mr. Samuel Carr, Mr. F. F. Raymond, 
Judge C. (’. Estey of Framingham, Mr. 
Robbins Bartell and Mr. Abner C. Good- 
ell of Boston, the last named being a 
member of the Historical Genealogical 
Society, of which Mr. Tarbox was 
historiographer. The interment was at 
Framingham, where tho family lot is 
situated. 

Among the prominent men present 
at tho services, were Rev. Dr. Plumb, Rev. 
John A. Hamilton, Rev. Dr. Herrick, Rev 
Dr. Woodworth, Rev. S. II. Hayes of 
Boston, Rev. Johnathan Edwards of 
Wellesley Hills, Rev. Dr. Strong, Rev. 
Dr. Tliurber, Rev. Calvin Cutler, Judge 
Thatcher and Judge Park, and Hon. 
Tliomus Weston of Newton.

THE WAY TO DO IT. 


The city of Cambridge appears to have 
found tlio way to break up illegal rum- 
selling, if tlio reports are correct, and 
the plan would seem to bo worth trying 
in Newton, if the citizens are seriously 
interested in the matter. Cambridge 
first secured the passage of a no-license 
law, such citizens as Dr. A. P. Peabody, 
President Eliot, the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant clergymen, and the people 
generally uniting in the work. When no 
license was secured, they did not cense 
from their labors, and leave the enforce- 
ment of the law to the police, but they 
assisted the officials by every means in 
their power, and so brought about the re- 
form. 

In Newton, on tlio other hand, we 
have tried a different plan, which is illus- 
trated by a sample case which occurred a 
few days since. A lady teaching in a 
mission Sunday School went to a high 
official, and with great indignation said 
that certain parties whom she could 
name were selling beer to her pupils, and 
that the thing must be stopped. The 
official agreed with her and said, “Give 
mo the names and I will have them 
brought into the police court, and Judge 
Park will accept your testimony.” “Oh 
no,” said the lady,” I couldn't appear in 
court, and besides I have no real evi- 
dence.” “Then give me the names of 
the hoys who bought the beer,” said the 
official. This the lady refused to do, be- 
cause she was afraid the hoys would not 
like it, but she left in great indignation 
because something was not done. 

This illustrates exactly the difficulty 
of convicting tlio rum-sellers. Those 
who complain have not the moral courage 
to appear in court and tell what they 
know, or they havo no evidence that 
would he accepted in any court, and then 
they sit down and bewail the laxity of 
the police in not doing anything. 

A score of policemen can do very little 
in such a city as this unless they are sup- 
ported by the people, and our police 
force have certainly done well in restrict- 
ing the traffic so that no person dares to 
sell liquor openly. 

The only hope is in arousing such a 
state of public sentiment that no one 
will dare to violate the law. Let all the 
people who are opposed to tnese kitchen 
dives join together, and fight the com- 
mon enemy, not bv hiring “spotters” or 
following the methods of cranks aud 
fanatics, but by a reasonable and faithful 
attempt on the part of all good citizens, 
to have the law enforced. Let all the 
churches and their pastors unite, the 
pastors of the Church of Our Lady as 
well as the pastors of Eliot church, the 
North church, and the other Protestant 
churches; let the various temperance 
societies unite in the work, and all the 
citizens of whatever creed, who believe 
that the liquor law should he enforced, 
and every rum shop would soon bo driven 
out of Newton. 

It is hopeless for any single organiza- 
tion to attempt to cope with the evil, or 
to expect that the police will he ablo to 
put down the illegal traffic, without the 
active aud open help and support of the 
citizens. As long as the citizeus look up- 
on the work as solely belonging to the 
police, aud the temperance societies 
and pastors of the Roman Catholic and 
Protestant churches take no active steps 
to aid the officers of the law, the present 
condition of things will remain. 

If any citizen knows of au instance 
where the law is violated, it is his duty 
to report the same to the police, and to 
he willing and ready to appear in court 
iuid give his testimony. Otherwise, ou the 
principle that the receiver is as bud as 
the thief, he becomes a participator iu 
the crime, and is guilty as well as the 
rumseller. The laws were made to ho en- 
forced, and it is the duty of every good 
citizen to help enforce them. Let there 
he no hiring of “Spotters,” aud no brib- 
ing of men to commit crime, hut let each 
citizen k,cep his eyes open, aud report 
every infraction of the law that comes 
under his notice, aud it would uot take 
many days to have the uo-license law en- 
forced as rigidly as the law against theft, 
for iustancc. 

A movement like this has only to be 
made to he successful, anil it rests with 
each individual citizen to do something 
to start it aud to help make it successful. 
Thu path of duty is plain if the citizeus 
are williug to follow in it. 

A MODEL MANUFACTURING TOWN. 

Some of these special writers against 
any disturbance of the tariff are uot care- 
ful enough iu their statements. Here is 
the Boston Advertiser, wbioh publishes a 
two column article about the remarkable 


prosperity of the town of Clinton, its 
rich and happy population, half of the 
operatives owning their own homes and 
other houses and lands galore. The 
houses and lands were nil bought with 
their wages of course, and the writer 
tells us that these average $1.25 to $1.11*) 
per day, among the SCO weavers in the 
Lancaster mills, the pay of the other em- 
ployes not being given. Now if those 
weavers have supported their families, 
and beside this, have been able to buy 
their own homes, costing from $1,200 to 
$2,0iXl, and furnish them handsomely, 
they must he remarkable financiers. 
Hero is $7.50 a week for a man, wife and 
several small children to live on, or $800 
a year, and it would require a very ex- 
pert mathematician to figure out iu how 
many years such a family could snvo 
enough to buy one of the cheaper houses. 
The Advertiser writer reports that tho 
prosperity of tho operatives of the Lan- 
caster mills is sololv due to tho tariff, ns, 
if the duty on ginghams woro ropealed, 
the wages would have to be reduced. It 
is difficult to see how these operatives 
could sustain existence on any smallor 
wages. The Advertiser writor also says 
that of tho 2,00o operatives in the mills, 
one-third are Germans, one-third Irish, 
and the remaining third English, Scotch, 
Americans, French and Swedes. The 
statement is also made that the propor- 
tion of Americans is as large as in al- 
most any other mill in New England. 

The Home Market Club is in the habit 
of sending out the Advertiser's special 
articles as anti-free trade tracts, hut in 
this case tho Advertiser seems ts havo 
been imposed upon, and the whole arti- 
cle was evidently written by some wick- 
ed free trader. The great object of tho 
tariff is to protect American labor, and 
here is a representative manufacturing 
establishment, where the Americans form 
only a small minority of the workmen, 
and the “pauper labor of Europe” seem 
to have come over and taken possession. 

The Advertiser was very careless in 
allowing such an article to appear, as it 
does more harm to the cause of protec- 
tion than any of the speeches of Henry 
George, Frank Hurd, or tho other tariff 
reformers could do. It looks very much 
as if the paper had been imposed upon 
by some malicious writer, who palmed 
off upon it a chapter out of “What Sen- 
ator Frye Saw in Europe,” or ouo of Por- 
ter’s letters from England to the New 
Yord Tribune. Surely no factory town 
in America can he as badly off as Cliu- 
ton is represented as beiug, with a popu- 
lation composed mainly of foreigners, 
whose yearly wages are barely sufficient 
to enable a man to feed and clothe his 
familv. 


Herald that Mr. Illaino was sincere in his 
withdrawal, that any insinuation that ho 
was not comes from his enemies, that ho 
will not allow his namo to ho used, and 
then to seo Mr. Gove and tho rest of Mr. 
Blaine's special friends working thoir 
hardest to socuro his ronomination, on 
tho ground that Mr. Blaino will not de- 
cline it. To straightforward peoplo this 
seems rather too mysterious. If Massa- 
chusetts is to send a Blaine delegation 
to Chicago, Mr. Govo is certainly the 
man for chairman, and tho friends of 
Senator Hoar should not press his claims 
for the position. 


A careful reading of the papers pub- 
lished in the Ninth District, fails to dis- 
cover one that is friondly to tho renom- 
iuatiou of ex-Congressman Ely. If tho 
machine should succoed in getting him 
renominated, Congressman Burnett 
would have almost a walk over, and 
would ho certain to carry Newton, whore 
he is personally very popular. To make 
tlio district safe, a man must he nominat- 
ed who will carry Newton by the usual 
Republican majority, and Hon. Levi C. 
Wade would do that and more. If a 
change is to ho made, the district should 
have a ropresontativo who will havo 
some influence at Washington. 


The bill to aid the small towns to pro- 
vide themselves with superintendents has 
been much improved by an amendment, 
providing that one half the money con- 
tributed by the state shall be applied to 
tho increase of the teachers’ salaries. 
Tho work of tho schools depends mainly 
upon the teachers, who are in most cases 
underpaid. Maino tried the supervision 
theory and abandoned it after three years 
as a failure, the people of that state de- 
ciding that it was a useless and expensive 
piece of machinery for the country 
towns.

THOSE ALLEGED ORDERS. 


I Boston Record.! 

“The Record hopes its esteemed and es- 
timable contemporary, the Newton 
Graphic, has noted the fact that the 
Newton police have received strict or- 
ders to break up the illegal rumselling at 
Nonantum. The Record regards the is- 
suance of such an order as full justifica- 
tion and ample reward for its work in 
calling attention to the facts. Now will 
the Graphic kindly allow its diligent re- 
porters to chronicle the work of the po- 
lice? It may after a while arrive at tho 
knowledge it seems to shun, regarding 
the illegal selling of rum in its no-licenso 
city.” 

The Graphic reciprocates the esteem, 
etc., hut presumes the Record refers to 
the order that Mayor Kimball issued 
some time in January, and which the 
Mayors of Newton have been accustomed 
to issue since the city was formed. No 
other orders and no more recent ones 
have been issued, as far as the police offi- 
cials know, but perhaps orders were sent 
to the Record office by mistake. The 
Record should go to headquarters if it 
wishes to get facts, and not depend upon 
“Tom and Jerry” for information or in- 
spiration. “The full justification and 
ample reward”were evidedtly given some 
months before tho work was done. What 
was new iu tho Record's articles was uot 
true, and what was true was not new, 
otherwise they were all right. The po- 
lice court records will show that the po- 
lice have been at work for years against 
the illegal rum-selling, hut they will 
never succeed iu breaking it up without 
the cordial co-operation of the citizens. 


PROTECT THE GRADE CROSSINGS 


That grade crossings are a constant 
source of dauger has beenjamply demon- 
strated in this city, and before any more 
lives are uselessly sacrificed some meas- 
ures should ho taken to protect the pub- 
lic. The Walnut street crossing in New- 
tonvillo and the Centre street crossing in 
Newton are regular death traps, and that 
fatal accidents do not happen at both of 
them daily is only owing to the good for- 
tune of tho public. At tho latter cross- 
ing a Hag-man is stationed, in addition to 
the gate tender, aud had this been dune 
iu Newtonville the dreadful accident of 
last week would not have happened. 
The present gates are of hut very little 
protection, ami the crowds of children 
who pass over the Newtonville crossing 
several times each day, are naturally 
careless aud ought to receive more care. 
The railroad corporation should he com- 
pelled to maintain a llagman there, aud 
many people think that the proper thing 
would he to have elosed gates, so that it 
would he impossible to get through when 
they are lowered. Overhead crossings 
are of course better, hut it will be years 
before we can have them, and meanwhile 
something should he done. With closed 
gates at every crossing fatal accidents 
would not he so frequent. If the rail- 
roads were compelled to pay a heavy 
sum for all the people they kill, they 
would soon find a way to either make 
their grade crossings safe or to abolish 
the/ii. 


The Draper boom does not seem to he 
met with any remarkable degree of favor 
among the people, and any mention of 
him is sure to be met with the chilling 
question, “Who is this Gen. Draper?” 
Gov. Ames is not yet in much danger of 
losing his third terra.

An inquest to discover the cause lead- 
ing to tho death of Mrs. Lucy Kstoy of 
Nowtonvillo, who was killed at tho Wal- 
nut street crossing last Wednesday, was 
lioid at tho court room iu West Newton, 
Mouday morning. Tho first witness 
summoned was David Hilt*, guto-teudor 
at the crossing, who testified that on tho

evening of the fatality, about five min- 
utes after seven, lie saw a lady and boy 
approaching the tracks from tho side on 
which Mrs. Williams’ drugjstoro is situa- 
ted, ami when noar tho gates which were 
down, stooped undor the gates and went 
diagonally across tho tracks toward tho 
dopot. The lady turned when on No. 3 
track, went a few steps back, and then 
turned around and wont as before. Mr. 
Hiltz said that was all ho saw, as tho 
train went by lust then and shut out his 
view. Ho said that ho did not call or 
shout to her, as it would have been of 
no use, as the passenger and froight 
trains made such a noise she could not 
havo heard him. He saw some one 
thrown on to tho platform as if hit by 
tho train. Mrs. Kstoy would havo reach- 
ed tho concrete of tho platform if she 
had taken two or three stops more. 

Frank Jackson, depot baggage mnster, 
testified that he was standing just oast 
of tho depot, perhaps 20 feet from it, and 
noar tho track, waiting for the 7JX) pas- 
senger train cast, as he had a mail bag 
and baggago to Rend on it. 

He was looking up the track, and Baw 
Mrs. Estey and her boh go undor tho 
gates. When they got to No. 3 track 
they stopped, and I thought the boy was 
trying to stop his motlior from going 
across; but she started and went across 
pretty fast. He thought that the cylin- 
der on the south side of tho engine hit 
her. He did not go directly to her, but 
put tho things on the train and then went 
down collar after a stretcher, and when 
ho reached her she was dead. 

John Mann, another witness, said he 
was standing about five feet from Jack- 
son. All he saw was a woman on No. 3 
track and he wondered if she had time 
to get across before the passenger train 
reached her. He thought that the flag- 
staff of the engine hit her, and he ran up 
to where she was laying with her feet 
toward tho depot. After a few convul- 
sions he saw sue was dying, but ho did 
not remain there as he had to take that 
train to Boston. The engineer and lire- 
man got off of the engine and went back, 
but only remained a minute or two. 

John Estey, the twelve year-old son of 
tho deceased, said that ho with his motli- 
or was going to attend tho Bible conven- 
tion that was being held in Newton, and 
were intending to take the 7.00 train. 
When they got to tho crossing she 
thought they had time to got across in 
front of the passenger train, but ho 
thought they couldn’t do it and told her 
so. “Wo passed in front of the freight 
train, and when she was on No. 3 track I 
tried to hold her back, but she said, 
‘Como along, Johnny.’ I stood be- 
tween tho two trains and did not seo 
what had happened until tho train had 
passed.” 

This closed tho hearing, and Judge 
Park said, “I find that the immediate 
cause of the accident was the bad calcu- 
lation of Mrs. Estey in geting across, and 
the remote cause was grade crossings. 
This is the seventh death this year caused 
by grade crossings, and I shall so state 
in my report. I find no living person to 
blame for the accident. ”

HOARD OF HEALTH. 

A l.AnOF. AMOl'XT OF ROUTINE Hl'SINESS 
Til A NS ACTED. 

Tho regular mooting of the Board of 
Health was hold at City Hall, Wodnes- 
dny afternoon. Mayor Kitnlmll adminis- 
tered the oath of office as clerk of tho 
hoard to Mr. W. S. French, tho newly 
elected agent of the board, and stated 
that he understood from Mr. Shcrwin of 
tho Civil Service Commission, that un- 
der the rules Mr. French’s election 
would l»e probationary for six months; 
ho may thon he olected permanently. The 
records of the last meeting wore 
read and approved. Mr. Nickerson stnt- 
ed that ho had visited Bennington street 
the last week and found that sewage 
matter was quite apparent. Mayor Kim- 
ball replied that Mr. Gould tho owner 
of the houses on that street, was willing 
to do anything that tho board should 
suggest in order to remedy tho trouble. 
Mr. Granville Fuller in that locality has 
a cesspool which needs attention. 

Tho mayor Raid ho had received a let- 
ter of proposal from the Cottage Hospi- 
tal regarding the moving of the building 
for contagious diseases from tho Poor 
Farm where it now stands to the Hospi- 
tal grounds. Dr. Fnsbio thought that 
the patients in the hospital would not 
want to stay thore, bomg so near to the 
building, In a case of small pox, and 
we are liable to have one al any time, it 
is impossible to tell liow far the germs 
are dangerous. 

Mayor Kimball said that when there 
had been a contagious disease to be treat- 
ed, it had been somewhat difficult to got 
attendants and in viow of tie fact that 
the city will probably dispose of the city 
farm sooner or later, he was looking for- 
ward to a permanent help for the trou- 
ble. 

Dr. Fnsbie said that ifacasoof small 
pox should occur, he sliovld place the 
person in that building and hire attend- 
ants from Boston to coine out. 

Mr. I’ettee asked how near proximnte- 
ly a building of this sort might be placed 
without danger to those in mother build- 
ing, and Dr. Frisbie though; perhaps iiOO 
feet would do but that the attendants 
might feel it was getting too near and 
make them uneasy. 

The mayor asked that Mr. Mosman he 
called and during tho intcivnl the matter 
of milk inspection wasbrotght up by the 
mayor, who said that it cane under the 
jurisdiction of the mayor and aldermen 
and he should not feel like giving any- 
one tho office unless tiny could prove 
their competency. lie tten read a com- 
munication from Dr. B. F. Davenport, 
State Inspector of Milk, neinber of the 
American Chemical SocieV, etc., stating 
that Mr. \V. S. French lial been in his 
laboratory for several dayi, had watched 
the process of inspection and had per- 
formed it himself with peat success 
lie thought Mr. French wa qualified for. 
tho position and offered bin his services 
whenever he should neel them. Dr. 
Frisbie moved that a copy of the com- 
munication be placed on fie, which was 
carried. 

The mayor said the prohhle expense 
of the necessary apparatus or the work 
would reach $200 or $300. The matter 
ought to l»e under the jurisuction of the 
board of health rather tlmnof the alder- 
men. Mr. French stated tlat some of 
tho apparatus of Dr, Davuiport cost 
neatly $17*» and tho to til costfor every- 
thing needed by him Mould reach $300. 

Mr. Mosman appeariig. he was asked 
how far from any bidding ni the citv 
farm was tho one for emtagiots diseases, 
He said that he could not tell but that 
Mr. Quilty used to ootipy a small house 
there but not the yea round. The hos- 
pital grounds cover line acres and there 
would be plenty of nom for that build- 
ing without danger t* the inmates of the 
hospital. Mr. Mosmn thought it would 
be very dillicult to neve the building on 
account of tho rougbiess of tho ground. 

Tho mayor appoined Messrs. Frisbie 
and Pettee to find out and report at 
tho next meeting rejarding the distance 
tho building could b placed with safety. 

Mr. I’ettee then rad a paper from Mr. 
Mosman of the unfiiished business lie- 
fore the board. 'Die nuisances com- 
plained of iu Benuiigtou street and >Vin- 
tlirop avenue, are o/ertloving cesspools 
covered by Sec. A. C. D., cf rule 1 : 

The tliiee houses on the Cord ingly es- 
ate at Lower Falls ire in ai unsanitary 
condition but will je put in order as 
soon as the frost wll admit. Mr. C’ephus 
Brigham, owner of he dump grounds on 
Lexington street, Auburndalc asked to 
have the ashes diuiped elsewhere. Mr. 
Warren of Waltlmn, owner of the Seav- 
erns dump grouiub has been notified to 
put the grounds ii condition. The resi- 
dence of J. Wash mm of Auhutiulale, is 
unsanitary. Win Donahue of Auburn- 
dale avenue, keepmg j»igs without a li- 
cense, has promised to remove thorn be- 
fore warm weatler. The business block 
of D. W. Farnhuti at Newton Centre is 
unsanitary. At the llreek farm, sewage 
is still discharged, and is likely to causo 
another coniplant soon. Mr. Mosman 
also delivered tie keys of the small pox 
hospital which were received and re- 
ferred to the agent of the board. 

Mayor Kimlnll then arose, and in a 
few’ well-chosen words tendered the 
thanks of the toard to Mr. Mosman for 
his efficient service, his courtesy and wil- 
lingness. and txpressed the hope that the 
new agent m.glit bo as successful in his 
work. Dr. Frisbie added a few words of 
personal thanks and Mr. Mosman replied ; 
appropriate!), saying that he was very 
grateful to the board for its patience 
with him and hoped that the work would , 
continue to their satisfaction, as lie was i 
confident it would. 

Mr. Xiektrsou moved that the thunks 
of the hoard bo extended to Col. Kings- 
bury fo* 1 serving as clerk and that a prop- 
er resolution be drawn up for that pur- 
pose, which was unanimously carried. 

Dr. Frisbie said that the contract with 
Mr. Mague for the removal of night soil, 
expires soon, and moved that the sub- 
ject he considered at the next meeting. 

In regard to providing an office for Mr. 
French no action was taken, hut it is 
probable that the matter will come up 
at the next meeting.

The attendance has been 
regular, uud the pupils expressed great 


regret nt the dosing of wluit has boon a 
very interesting course of study. 

Mr. Greenwood will continue Ids even- 
ing instruction on the same evenings at 
the same hour, 7.30 to 9 o’clock, at his 
Boston school, 01 (’ourfc street. A num- 
ber of his class from the Bigelow school 
will continue with him there. A gonor-

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OPEN LETTER TO II. F. TITUS. 


FROM IMUNCIPAIJ .JOHN (IIIRKNK. 


My Dear Hrothor: — 

Presuming on our long 
friendship, which began in tho Lord 
above ninotccn years ago, I venture to ad- 
dress you in this manner, knowing that 
yon desiro nothing so much as that tho 
truth should prevail both in your own 
life and in tho lives of all your brethren. 

I do not write to commend tho many 
excellent things which your “letters” 
havo contained. You would say as read- 
ily as I that this would not he worth 
whilo. Even in the portions to no criti- 
cised, I do not undertake to say how 
many statements and parts of statements 
should he heartily approved. Only be- 
cause of what scorn to me to ho serious, 
even damrerous, errors in fundamental 
principles am I moved to writo. 

Your summary in theft kapiiio of March 
.'10th, expresses in items H and 10 the po- 
sitions which seem to me untenable, ‘no 
distinctions in social life, or in material 
conditions.’ 

You very properly suggest that it does 
not answer an argument to give it a hard 
name; yet it sometimes opens our eyes 
to tho tendencies of things to know that 
tho advocates of systems which we ab- 
hor are using the same premises and il- 
lustrations that we are using. I do not 
see wherin your asssertions regarding 
theso points differ from non-revolution- 
ary socialism. 

But you will wish to know chiefly, of 
course, wherein l think you have missed 
the mark in your interpretations, for wo 
both alike bow to the sacred oracles. In 
two points, then, l think you have erred. 
You narrow the “context"’ (practically 
not intentionally) to the immediate sur- 
roundings of tho passage, when it is real- 
ly the whole contents of the word; and it 
sooms to me you forget that not all truth 
is contained in scripture; that there is a 
context of common sense also which 
must not he disregarded. “Why even of 
yourselves judge ye not what is right?” 

Taking the whole New Testament tlion, 

I do not see how one can maintain that 
the Spirit proposed to lead every church 
into the communistic manner of living. 

I remember Christ’s “Sell that ye have,” 
his words to the young ruler, “Sell— 
and follow me,” and “It is more bless- 
ed.” But I also remember that he re- 
ceived no other applicant as he did this 
rich young man. Zaccheus was .accepted 
with half of his goods in his own keep- 
ing. Paul says, “Charge them that are 
rich”, (not to sell all that they have, 
but) to “be rich in good works;” and 
James’ reproofs of the sychophaney that 
was already toadying to tho wealthy, 
who came to Cod’s house “in gay 
clothing,” shows that rich men were re- 
garded in about the same light as to-day. 

1 remember (and 1 do not mean that 
you forgot) how Ananias in the midst of 
tho “having all things common” is con- 
demned, not for keeping back part of tho 
price, but for lying to tho Holy fthost; 
the passage fairly implying that selling 
houses and lauds was purely a voluntary 
w ork of love. Approaching that pas- 
page then in the common sense atmos- 
phere which I havo ventured to call an- 
other context, are there not conditions 
easily discernible which made a sort of 
conmunism almost a necessity for tho 
time then present? A great multitude 
had believed; they wore in a hostile city, 
yet heated by tho passions aroused dur- 
ing the trial and condemnation of Jesus, 
Must it not have been, that every hum- 
ble diseiple would straightway lose his 
employment, unless his master was also 
obedient to tho faith? and would not tho 
priests be forbidden longer to “partake 
with the altar?” Would any Jew feed a 
Christian sooner than any other “dog?” 
The daily ministrations to both Creeks 
and Jews, tho “seven men” to oversee, 
and tho sacrifices of the rich for the 
poor must havo been a sheer necessity. 
The idleness, so far as productive labor 
goes, which seems to be implied, was 
also enforced, and is not at all to be tak- 
en as a model, as some interpreters 
would take it. Witness Paul to tho 
Thess., “If any man will not work, neith- 
er let him eat.” 

In addition to this“common sense view” 
of tho surroundings, thu/’arguiuont from 
silence” is also strong, and, 1 think, un- 
answerable. It would impeach both the 
inspiration and good sense of the New 
Testament writers and preachers to sup- 
pose that they did not emphasize the 
points in which Christianity most dif- 
fered from the life around thorn; yet no- 
where, so far as I know, is any hint given 
to a gentile church, that it is the duty of 
the rich to sell and divide with tho poor- 
er. The rich are distinctly recognized 
as a class among believers, not to be done 
away with, but to bc“rich in good works” 
as Cod had prospered them. 

But what of those explicit words of 
our Lord, “sell,” “give,” “lay not up?” 
Well, I think it true that there is noth- 
ing in the immediate context of these 
passages to show that they are not uni- 
versal precepts; and 1 would make them 
universal just so far as is consistent with 
those universal principles, “love thy 
neighbor,” “Do as ye would,” etc. No 
one comprehends the first of these pre- 
cepts until he has properly defined 
“love.” And sincere people lay this and 
that other, “love your enemies” on the 
shelf as pictures of what is to bo in heav- 
en, not what ought to be and can be 
here, because they do not know what 
love means. One loves his child so much 
that ho cannot punish him or her; an- 
other loves so much that lie dare not 
spare tho rod ; which has the true defini- 
tion of love? 

Now, when giving“to him that asketh” 
is clearly encouraging idleness and igno- 
ble dependence, this higher law of love 
comes in to forbid such giving. In any 
church, there are people who would be 
poor ill six months if every rich mem- 
ber would give them a thousand dollars 
apiece. To love such a man as myself, 
is not to give him everything 1 need that 
lie cannot buy, but to teach him, so far 
as 1 am able, frugality, skill in industry, 
and the possibilities of his life, and give 
only what will encourage, not dwarf, tho 
growth of Christian manhood in him. 

“The other precept, “do unto others,’’ 
demands the same care in interpretation. 
It does not say, as it is often understood, 
do unto others what they would that ye 
should do unto them, but what “ye 
would.” That is, do for this able-bod- 
ied tramp what you, with your present 
estiiuatu of the sin of idleness and the 
duty of labor, hope somebody will do 
for you if you ever forget manhood and 
its duties os he has. Thus interpreted, 
the golden rule will send him to the 


wood-pile, and “if any man will not work 
neither let him eat.” Kind words may 
withal find out tho pigmy man with- 
in him and develop it to proportions: 
but to give without question at every 
such request is to fly in the face of one 
of tho “groat commandments.” 

Despite the disavowal in yonr last lot- 
tor, it seems to mo that in tho ft RAIMI if* 
of March Iflth, you do eucoiirnge tho 
poor to oxpoct and even demand tho help 
of the rich, and “a division of tho 
spoils.” You ask, by what mnnnor of 
right such disparity of circumstances 
can exist, that one shall live in twolvo 
rooms on $100 a week, and another in 
four rooms on $lo. If there is no man- 
ner of right about it, the wronged party 
has a right to lift his voice against it. I 
regret that yon should have expressed 
yourself thus, regret it for tho sako of 
your own cause as much as for the truth 
in general. Differences in material con- 
ditions aro inevitable, and they will al- 
ways exist even in tho next life. One 
man’s work w»ll bo burned and ho will 
suffer loss, being saved as by fire; to an- 
other an entrance will bo “ministered 
abundantly.” One will bo “over ten 
cities,” another “over five,” to ovory 
man “according to his work.” What 
ground, then, is there for dreaming of a 
state of things in this world when men 
shall be rewarded according to other 
men’s works? Whether it is right for a 
man to live in twelve rooms while his 
neighbor lives in four depends on too 
many things to allow a categorical an- 
swer. If ho is a man like Austin Corbin, 
who has created ten-fold more wealth 
for other people than he has accumulat- 
ed for himself, it may be quite right; es- 
pecially if a man of four rooms has 
drunk up a fortune, or works so inter- 
mittently that his wife has to take in 
washing to eko out a support. If, on 
the other hand, the man of twelve rooms 
is as bad as the New York Herald says J. 
Could is, he doubtless ought to divide 
up. 

I could wish that you had dwelt more 
on the difficulty and the importancoiof ac- 
cepting this, that “a man’s life cousisteth 
not in the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth.” “Be content with such 
.things as you have” is also Scripture. 

I know of nothing in the word that war- 
rants such an assertion as that one ought 
to.livo as another lives. If this man who 
is living an industrious life and happy 
one on fifteen dollars a week, were sud- 
denly put in the possession of a weekly 
income of a hundred dollars, his perdi- 
tion might bo tho result of it. 

I believe most fully that every Chris- 
tian man ought to set a limit to his ac- 
quirements, if ho is growing rapidly 
rich. He ought to say, as many men 
have said, “So much I need as capital to 
enable me to conduct successfully the 
business to which God has called me. Be- 
yond that and the appropriate expendi- 
tures for my family, all shall go to the 
Lord.” Nothing less than this is really 
giving “as God as prospered.” If an ex- 
ception could be allowed to this doctrine, 
it would be in the case of men who un- 
dertake with their accumulated wealth 
tho founding of libraries, schools, or other 
charitable institutions, on a scale which 
would not be possible on any plan of 
yearly giving. 

I pass next to uoticc tho view you pro- 
sent regarding “social conditions.” Did 
Christ abolish, or intend to, all social 
distinctions? If such distinctions were 
based solely on differences in woalth, or 
on the exclusiveness which is so natural 
to human nature, all sincere students and 
followers of the word of God, I think, 
would agree with you that he did. But 
among sensible people. even in tho world, 
social lines are determined quite as much 
by education and refinement, “culture” 
as by wealth. Social relations are main- 
tained for mutual profit and pleasure; 
the unsocial and the discordant must 
therefore be excluded as far as possible, 
or the end in view is thwarted. There is 
no question between us, or between us 
and the truth, regarding the essential 
duty and dignity of labor. When your 
hands were red with the blood of beeves 
and mine were black with charcoal dust, 
wo were m* less worthy of tho respect 
and fraternal greeting of our brethren in 
the Lord than when afterward wo stood 
in the pulpit. But love to our neighbor 
may after all not require that the coach- 
man shall “sleep in the best room, ’’or the 
servant girl sit in the parlor. And hero 
material and social conditions must in- 
evitably be discussed together. 

it is often the case that it is better ab- 
solutely for a man to be a servant and 
nothing more. Better, 1 mean, morally 
and financially; better for him and better 
for all about him. Every man has his 
own gift from God, {one after this manner 
and another after that. One man, a 
brother in the Lord lot us suppose, has 
a real “gift” as a garduor or a farm hand. 
He will follow tho plow or make onion 
beds all day, and be happy at his work 
and proud of his master’s approval; but 
let some man possessed of two hundred 
acres of land conclude that this man is 
“in need” and give him a hundred acres 
ready stocked for farming. It is more 
t ban possible that he will fail utterly to 
make both ends meet. lie is no “man- 
ager;” ho needs to have each day’s work 
designated for him, or at least to have 
only a limited sphere within which to ex- 
ercise his own judgment 

Your words seem to mean that it is not 
right to have social gatherings to which 
tho humblest in the church are not in- 
vited. Would it bo a kindness to this 
unfortunate brother who cannot read to 
invite him to join a reading circle? or 
does charity require that this other who 
neither sings nor plays, who cares noth- 
ing for music, should bo asked to join 
tho choral society? Is it not proper to 
havo one’s own special friends, who shall 
sometimes assemble by themselves even 
to the exclusion of the servant-girl? Will 
not the uneducated be ill at ease in any 
circle where the talk and the topics are 
such as the educated most delight in? 
And a fine dinner for tine people amid 
line surroundings would be anything but 
enjoyable to a person of either sex who 
had no social training. Not to be tedious, 

1 mean that those inevitable differences 
in culture and opportunity themselves 
make linos which the more favored, if 
they have Christian hearts, would gladly 
blot out, but cannot. 

“But I deny the lawfulness for Chris- 
tians of these fine surroundings.” I 
wonder if in this denial you have looked 
to the end of the matter. May a Chris- 
tian be a painter or a sculptor? May lie 
lawfully be au architect or a civil engin- 
eer? The gifts that make excellence pos- 
sible in these lines, are they of God, or 
of the devil? I believe that these are 
among the “good and perfect gifts” that 
come down to us from above; and that if 
a young Christian finds within him such 
faculties, it is his duty to develop them 
to the utmost. Like all God’s gifts they 
may be perverted and made to minister 
lust and to every unholy purpose under 
the sun; but they are also effective for 
righteousness when righteously exer- 
cised. But for whom shall these men of 
sanctified genius labor? For worldly 
people ouly? or may a Christian buy an 
elegant painting? Dare we say that John 
Wanamaker sinned in buying “Christ be- 
fore 1‘ilato?” He paid enough for it to 
set a large uuiuber of popr people to 


keeping house in “twelve rooms;” but 
aro we sure that it was wrong? 

(n a word, the principles you defend in 
this connection would make tho huger 
half of tho comforts of modern civiliza- 
tion unlawful for Christians. “Division 
of the spoils” even would not nmko it 
possible for n day that all should have 
the luxuries of life. If no one is to be in 
worse material conditions than 1, tlion 1 
must not have a piano until I can buy 
one for every brother who is not able to 
get one for himself; that is, I must never 
buv one. If Christian men who aie able 
to bring things to pass, to create wealth 
by building up great Industries and di- 
recting thousands of men ns parts of a 
whole, who otherwise would be helpless 
and almost useless atoms, ought to divide 
with their poorer brethren on even terms, 
then certainly Christians ought not to 
build business blocks, nor railroads, nor 
steamboats, nor telegraph lines. They 
must not furnish their houses with “all 
tho modern appliances,” nor adorn them 
them with sculpture and art; and all for 
the simple reason that the total produc- 
ing power in any community is insuffi- 
ciont to provide these things for all. In- 
directly. art and music and higher educa- 
tion, fine buildings and largo libraries, 
are steadily educating and uplifting the 
laboring classes. The sober, industrious, 
and thrifty laboring man to-day lives in 
a better house better furnished, eats bet- 
ter food, and is better warmed, lighted, 
and clothed than tho average rich man so 
called of two hundred years ago. It 
would require a very special revelation 
to convince me that it is* sinful for Chris- 
tians to aid in producing the elegant 
things of life, aud to participate in en- 
joying them. But if none should have 
them until all can, then .they are all sin- 
ful and always must he. Providence has 
ordered, and wisely it seems to me, that 
in this life also men are awarded in 
general according to their works. I see 
nothing in Scripture or light reason to 
forbid the faithful servant whoso “pound 
hath gained ten pounds,” to use a larger 
amount (absolutely, not proportionately; 
for his own benefit than the other man 
may use whose pound has gained but 
five. 

If it be urged that this inequality in 
material and social conditions produces 
envyings and murmurings, the answer is 
too true, that any attempt at leveling in 
the way you speak of would make mat- 
ters many fold worse. No sound-hearted 
and really pious poor man murmurs at 
his neighbor whose greater talents have 
brought him a competence honestly won; 
but he would be a saint indeed and ripe 
for heaven who could see a division of 
property made without feeling that he 
was getting less than his share. Even at 
Jerusalem there was murmuring because 
one part was neglected in the daily min- 
istration. 

Let me conclude by a remark upon 
two other points. In your first letter you 
speak of the bondage under which the 
pastor is compelled to groan; of the 
penalties in the way of failure which he 
must pay for being conscientious, of the 
compromises that are necessary to suc- 
cess. Here also it seems to me you are 
extreme. Preaching is not different from 
other sorts of communication; all that 
we say should lie true, but not all that is 
true is to be uttered on every occasion. 
All is to be done to “edification.” 
“Strong meat” is good, but not for those 
who yet have need of “milk.” Christ 
was certainly a fearless teacher, who 
made no compromises with conscience; 
yet lie said “1 have many things to say 
unto you, but ye cannot boar them now.” 
Nothing in his ministry is more wonder- 
ful than the patience with which lie bore 
with the mistakes and littleness and nar- 
rowness of his disciples. Paul was 
obliged to feed tho Corinthians with 
“milk, and not with meat,” and they too 
were a church of his own apostolic plant- 
ing. It does not follow therefore, be- 
cause you have not said to your people 
all that tho truth would warrant, that 
you have been unfaithful. All tho free- 
dom that our Master has given us is the 
liberty of lollowiug in his footsteps, of 
doing all the time that which is best for 
others. 

And now you are proposing to establish 
another church. O my brother, is it not 
a serious charge to bring against Christen- 
dom that wo are all so far astray that 
thcro is not a single flock with which you 
can feed? Aro things worse to-day than 
they were at Corinth? Yet Paul did not 
draw off with a faithful few and start 
again; he strove to east out the evil. 
Have your helpers become as few as his 
were when ho wrote “I have no man like- 
minded who will naturally care for your 
state. For all seek their own. not the 
things which are Jesus Christ’s.” 

Yet even then be persevered aud like 
bis Master, “having loved his own (chil- 
dren in tho faith,) who wore in tho 
world, lie loved them to tho end.” I 
beg of you to consider long and carefully 
before you decide to establish what will 
he simply another sect, or else nothing. 
You will not intend it to be a sect, hut 
your position will be miseoustrueted just 
as surely as your former one was. But 
whatever your decision shall lie, wo that 
have known you well will not question 
that you desire to “follow after things 
which make for peaee and things where- 
by we may edify one another.”

Prof. Lincoln performed this 
pleasant duty last year, and many pres- 
ent thought of him. who had been pres- 
ent at so many anniversaries and whose 
place now is vacant. 

Prof. Thomas made a very bright ad- 
dress. begging these young ministers to 
be prayerful, faithful and patient in their 
new duties, and if they were mindful of 
these three points, he was sure their 
work would be successful. 

The quartet then gave “Nearer my 
God to Thee,” which was followed by 
the benediction by Prof. Caldwell, a for- 
mer instructor in the institution. 

After the exercises of tho morning, all 
the professors, students, alumni, and 
ministers, repaired to Associates Hall, 
where a handsome banquet had been 
served by caterers.

PROF. ANDREWS’ ADDRESS. 


At 4 o’clock Wednesday afternoon the 
students and members of the alumni 
gathered in Associates Hall and listened 
to tho anniversary address, which was 
delivered by Prof. E. B. Andrews, D. D., 
of Brown University, ilis theme was 
the tendency of the times in religious 
matters. The speaker alluded to the 
apathy in the church, and said that it 
was more disheartening than inildelism 
in foreign lands. The growth of the 
church in this country was slow. Many 
excellent people were indifferent to re- 
ligious matters. There were many un- 
believers, and the church seemed to have 
lost the control over men it once exerted. 
The world, he said, may be getting bet- 
ter, but greater numbers of men are de- 
parting from the restraining Christian 
iiitluence. The gospel seems to be mark- 
ing time, rather than marching onward. 
The practical side of human nature 
teaches us that men cannot live a relig- 
ious life, and that no mere intellectual 
belief can take the place of godliness.

At 7.4*i p. in. Prof. William Matthews 
addressed tho Knowles Rhetorical Soci- 
ety on the subject of “Clerical Wit.” 

At the meeting of the Trustees, which 
was held during the afternoon, the old 
officers were re-elected, with tho excep- 
tion of tho secretary — Rev. B. A. Green 
of Lynn being elected to that position.

The inhabitant* of the City of Newton, ami all 
other person* liable to pay taxes therein, are 
hereby required to bring in to tho Assessors of 
said Newton, on any day from May First to the 
Thirteenth Day of June next, true lists of all 
their Polls, (males 20 years old and upwards), 
and schedules and estimates of their personal es- 
tates not exempted from taxation. 

Persons holding Estates in trust, whether for 
minora or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements in rela- 
tion to such Estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees or other persons interested 
are hereby required and warned to give notice of 
such change; and in default of such notice will 
be held to pay tho tax assessed, although such 
estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property held for Literary, 
Benevolent Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the reqlrements of Chapter 
217, Acts of 1882.— All persons and corporations 
are hereby required to bring in to the Assessors 
of Newton on any day from MAY FIRST TO THE 
FIFTEENTH DAY OF JUNE next, true lists of 
all real and personal estate held by such persons 
and corporations, respectively for literary, be- 
nevolent, charitable or scientific purposes, on the 
FIRST DAY OF MAY, 1888, together with the 
statement of the amount of all receipts and ex- 
penditures by such person or corporation for 
said purpose during the year next preceding 
said first of May; such lists and statements to be 
in such detail as may be required by the tax 
Commissioner.* 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

CHAP. 175, ACTS OK 18X2, SEC. 1 , 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Estate 
may bring in to the Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies at the time specitied 
for bringing in the list as provided in section 
thirty-eight of chapter eleven a of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under oath, of the amount 
duo oil eacli separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate and the name and residence of every hold- 
er of an interest therein as a mortgagee or mort- 
gagor. When such property is situated in two or 
more places or when a recorded mortgage in- 
cludes for one sum, two or more estatos or parts of 
an estite, an estimate of the amount of the mort 
gagee’s interests in each estate or part of an es- 
tate shall be given in such statement. The As- 
sessors shall, from such statement or otherwise, 
ascertain the proportionate parts of such estates 
that are the interests of morgngees and mortga- 
gors respectively, ana shall assess the same. 
Whenevt. - , in any case of mortgaged Real Estate, 
a statement is not brought in us herein provided, 
no tax for the then ourrent year of such Real 
Estate shall be invalidated for the reason that a 
mortgagee's interest therein has not been as- 
sessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
theso items In his individual return. Owners 
and agents of ships ami vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade are referred to Sections 8 
and 9 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for tho 
form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty. 

Auy person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the val- 
uation thereof, And auy person neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specilied, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of tho Hoard of Assessors, agreeably to the 
laws of tills Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
Personal Property must be in writing and sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before tho thirteenth da* of June, and that 
the Personal Property of all taxable persons must 
l»e estimated by the Board, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to any ono or inoro of tho Assessors. — 
Pun. Stat,, Chai*. 11, Seo. 39 and 41. When a 
person has tailed to bring in a list or schedule 
of all Ills taxable property in conformity to this 
notice, no abatement of a tax assessed on Per- 
sonal Estate to such person, can he granted ‘‘un- 
less such tax exceeds by more than rifty per 
cent, the amount which would have been as- 
sessed to that person on Personal Estate if he 
had seasonably brought ill said list; anl if said 
tux exceeds hy more than fifty per cent, the suid 
amount, tile abatement shall be onl> of the ex- 
cess al>ove the said fifty per cent.— PUB. 8tat. 
Chap. 11, Sec. 73,

The funeral services were held at 
her late residence on Wednesday after- 
noon, bev. Dr. Wellman, an intimate 
friend of the deceased, and Itev. Dr. Cal- 
kins officiating, and the interment was at 
the Newton Cemetery. Miss Duncklee 
was quite ill on Thursday: she has the 
sympathy of many friends in her afflic- 
tion. 

— The Lynn Transcript says that Chas. 
b. Lancaster & Co., are to remove their 
entire business from that city to barn- 
stead, N. H., where they already have a 
largo factory. This latter establishment 
is running full time, with more than they 
can do, and it is to accommodate the 
overplus that the new factory is estab- 
lished. The responsibility for driving 
tins tirm out of Lynn icsts wholly upon 
the Lasters’ Union, who will concede 
nothing in the way of prices for lasting 
in order to retain the business. All the 
other departments in the factory have 
been ready and willing to make conces- 
sions in order to have steady work, which 
they have been guaranteed if only a sat- 
isfactory cost price couid be established. 
Another reason for removal of so many 
shoe shops from Lynn, according to th*e 
Transcript, is the rents charged for some 
of tiie large factories. As one manufac- 
turer puts it: — “An owner of a building 
must not expect to pay for the same in 
rent in one year or five.” 

— Mr. George Lane died at his residence 
on Elmwood street. Wednesday morning, 
after an illness of about two months. 
For some weeks it was evident he could 
not recover, although his friends could not 
feel like giving up all hope until the very 
last. Mr. Lane belonged to a prominent 
old boston family, and was born in that 
city May 9, 1820. aud was educated in the 
boston public schools. For many years 
he was in his father’s store, the tirm 
name being Lane A’ bead, and at that 
time it was one of the principal busi- 
ness houses of Boston. Afterwards he 
was with J. F. Fairbanks A: Co., on Wash- 
ington street, until that firm went out of 
business, lie has resided in Newton for 
tlie past 20 years, and being naturally 
of a retiring disposition he did not seek 
a wide circle of friends, but when he 
made a friend he retained him for life. 
He was a man of the kindliest nature 
and most genial disposition, and his 
death comes to many in Newton as a 
personal loss. He leaves a widow and 
seven children, Mrs. F. A. Wetherbee and 
Mrs. Gardner North of Newton. Mrs. 
Thomas of Goffstown.X. 11. .Mrs. Bigelow 
of Cambridge, and Messrs. George, 
Arthur und Frank Lane. He was a 
regular attendant at Channing church, 
and the funeral was held this afternoon 
at his residence, bev. F. B. Hornhrookc 
officiating. The interment was in the 
, Lane family lot at Mt. Auburn.

DEADLY GRADE CROSSINGS. 

JfKWToN Vll.f.K CITI/.P.X* A-K FOR IIF.TTER 

PItOTPXTIOX OF I.IFF.. 

A meeting of the citizens of Newton 
was held in Tremont Hall, Newtonville, 
Tuesday evening, to take action on the 
better temporary protection of grade 
crossings in Newton, anil their final 
abolishment iu the city. Mr. James A. 
Anderson called the meeting to order, 
was elected chairman, and Mr. Herbert 
A. Sylvester, secretary. The first speaker 
was City Solicitor Slocum, who said that, 
he was glad that the meeting had been 
called, and for the right purpose. There 
an* two questions for us to consider this 
evening and insist upon: tirst, thatlietter 
protection shall he furnished at all of the 
grade crossings in Newton, and second, 
that the city of Newton, through the av- 
arice of the Boston £ Albany bail road, 
shall not be saddled with debt which 
should not be put upon it. The tirst 
thing is that these crossings, not only in 
Xewtonville but all over the city, are not 
half protected. There are not suitable 
gates, flagmen or crossings. The gates 
at this crossing are no protection. Our 
gate tender is one of the faithfulesc of 
the faithful, yet he cannot do the work 
of two men. or look out for everybody 
and the gates too. The gates do not 
stop people from going across, as about 
six months ago, at the Washington street 
crossing in Newton where three men 
were killed, the horse went deliberately 
through them on to the track. You re- 
member the accident at Riverside not 
very long ago, when a yqung lady was 
killed while attempting to cross the 
tracks to get to the station. This River- 
side crossing is an especially dangerous 
one, as there are neither gates nor fl.'ig- 
men stationed to wain people oi the ap- 
preach of trains. I think that there 
should be gates so that no one can pass 
after they are closed, and that additional 
men shouid he stationed at the crossings 
night and day. At one or two crossings 
there are tunnels, but only for foot pas- 
sengers. and there is no reason why the 
railroad company shouldn’t spend a few 
dollars, when a great amount of their 
monev is made on this part of the road, 
in either fumishing overhead or under- 
neath crossings, I have another matter 
to bring before yon. It is said that 
“ Railroad corporations have no souls:” 
hut they have brains, and if we don’t 
look out they will get ahead of us every 
time. The Newton Horse Railroad 
wanted to cross the tracks, but the board 
of Railroad Commissioners, which is 
very much inclined toward railroad cor- 
porations. said it shouldn't, aud that it 
would recommend that the Newtonville 
and West Newton crossings be abolished. 
The railroad wants them abolished with- 
out its having to change a single track, 
and without cost to itself. The railroad 
company says, if we can get one of the 
crossings to he changed at a time, the 
tracks won’t have to be changed, and 
that is the plan they set out upon. It 
costs the Boston A- Albany railroad $1,50(4 
a year to maintain each of the crossings 
in Newton, and it is for their interest to 
abolish them. The tracks should be Mink 
ten or twelve feet from Riverside to Fan- 
euil. and wholly at the expense of the 
railroad. We ought to bring all the force 
we can to bear on the railroad, and not 
let them rest until our aim has been ac- 
complished. 

Mr. Slocum’s remarks were greeted 
with hearty applause, and he handed to 
the chairman a lengthy communication 
from Representative Arthur C. Walworth, 
stating his inability to be present and 
giving his views onjthe case which were 
read by the secretary. 

He called special attention to the heed- 
lessness developed by the constant pres- 
ence of danger, and the need of better 
safeguards. The extraordinary bib pro- 
posed by the railroad commission, in the 
present Legislature, for the abolition of 
two crossings in Newton, which was en- 
tirely outside of the ordinary procedure, 
and intended to relieve the railroad from 
taking the initiative, wa> criticized at 
some length. Mr. Walworth urged that 
to abolish one or two crossings was only 
a partial and imperfect solution of a por- 
tion of the problem, and that the whole 
system of either laisiug or depressing 
the track from Faneuil to Auburndale 
should be considered, as it was not just 
to involve the city in enormous real es- 
tate damages. That bill was knocked 
out. The railroad commission finally re- 
ported a bill providing tor a paid commis- 
sion to consider the abolishment of all 
grade crossings, but it i.s still in the hands 
of a committee. The present tlimsy 
gatesMi.e > i ongly condemned. He in- 
troduced a bill pi ovidiug for adequate 
gates, the morning ;• • *i the Newtonville 
accident, but the Neu.aor who is chair- 
man of the oommitttee ou railroads re- 
fused to have it come bet ore the senate. 
He favored a strong expression ot public 
opinion in regard t<> adequate gates, in- 
stead of fishing poles. The present gates 
may protect the railroad against claims 
for damages, but they do not protect tin- 
lives of our citizens. Fhe boston A Al- 
bany road has always shown a disposi- 
tion to take reasonable precautions, and 
he thought tln-y would listen to a proper 
expressiou of public sentiment. 

Mr. Slocum, Sr., followed, saying that 
the question was one of great interest to 
him. ami he hud attended the meeting 
under difficulties, having put off an en- 
gagement iu order to be present, any 
mode of crossing save loweriug the 
tracks, would hurt each village, ami the 
amount of laud damages would be very 
large. As to the present protection wo 
need gates that are gates. The law pro- 
vides that a railroad shall provide either 
gates, flagmen or bars at each crossing, 
ami tliat it shall Ik- a sufficient protec- 
tion. 1 had come prepared to-night to 
offer some resolutions petitioning the 
mayor and aldermen to make another at- 
tempt at remedying this evil by going to 
the railroad officials; but 1 see they have 
got ahead of me and made an offer tliem- 
selves. 1 perfectly agree with everything 
that has deeii slid here to-night, and 1 
move that a committee be appointed 
from the floor to wait ou the railroad 
officials, iu coiupuu) w ith the mayor und 
aldermen, and indorse the aetiou of the 
latter. 

Mr. Slocum, Jr., thought as a commit- 
tee was going to the railroad, we should 
send something to show that it was 
backed up by citizens at a public meet- 
ing. 

Mr. Fenuo moved that Mr. Slocum, 
Sr., should act a* one ot the committee, 
and he was clio>, n Vldenuan Chad- 
wick and Mi. A. v. Savage were also 
chosen. 

Mr. C. 1*. Harkins spoke briefly on the 
subject and trusted that something 
would be done speedily to retued> the 
great evil.

Alderman Ward said that the commit- 
tee did not wish to press the matter to 
an immediate vote, but would postpone 
action to give parties a chance to ho 
heard. As for the city doing its own light- 
ing, some of the members had looked tho 
matter over and did not think it advis- 
able. The plant would cost $50,000 at 
least, ami probably double that, as it 
was always safe to double estimates for 
public works. They felt it was better 
for the city to know where it stood. As 
for the different systems ot electric 
lighting, no one but an expert could tell 
whether a lamp belonged to one system 
or another. Watertown had tried this 
system and regarded it as perfectly satis- 
factory, and a great improvement over 
gas. The trouble with the gas company 
was that they could not light tho whole 
city, and so could not do away with the 
unsatisfactory oil lamps. Fully half the 
city received no benefit, so that the pro- 

E osed contract was a great improvement. 

>ast year the gas company had refused 
to light the city at the old price if Hie 
arc lights were used, but Chairman 
Hollis had recommended that oil lamps 
be put in in place of gas, and the com- 
pany came to terms. They then said they 
could not afford to do the work for less, 
but they now offer to furnish gas at a re- 
duced figure. If they had made the 
same offer last year, we would probably 
have never seen electric lights. The 
electric lights are to burn till 1 a. m., and 
on the moon schedule when the moon 
does not shine they will furnish the light 
for nothing.

Alderman Ward retorted that that was 
because of tin* darkness and oil lamps in 
tlie section where file alderman lived, 
people couldn’t see him at night if they 
wanted to. Tlie city couldn’t afford to 
divide the contract as they got the work 
done cheaper by giving it all to one. The 
larger part of tlie expense for electric 
lights were from tlie cost of the wire and 
notes, so that tlie company would never 
l>e able to make a induction of one halt 
in a single year or two years. There wore 
some 1 lo miles of streets iu Newton, and 
the company would have to have a tluee 
years’ contract iu order to get their 
money back which they had to pay out 
for wire and poles. We know what in- 
cuudoscciit lights fire, we have seen them 
at tlie depots and iu Watertown, and 
there is no more time than the roinpun.N 
needs between now and January, for the 
company to get ready to do the work. 
We should be better off than now as tlie 
contract provides for a large number of 
new ligiits. which we cannot have now. 

Alderman Childs said that one member 
of the committee bad told him that tlie 
only system lie had examined was tlie 
one at Watertown. For his part, he I 
thought the Kdisou system was tlie bust, 
tlie Thomson-llouston had not been 
| tried and lie did not think wo wanted 
iu the street lamps; or they I to have them make their experiments at 1 


and in such a condition of tilings it is 
well to exercise care. There is no im- 
mediate hurry, the city is well taken care 
of at present, and we should wait till we 
can find out tho best. Tlie present hull 
arc lights are giviug good satisfaction, 
but the city could have ho full arc lights 
of 2, (M) candle power, and l,4oo incandes- 
cent lights of 2.7 candle power at less 
money. The city of Broetou has Dill arc 
lights of 2, ooo caudle power and 4flfi in- 
candescent lights of 2-7 candle power for 
$10,000 a year, but that city is more com- 
pact. If a citizen there wants a 2-7 candle 
power lamp in front of his house he pays 
$2.7 to the city, or $1.7 for a 1.7 candle 
power, or >10 for a 10 caudle power, and 
the city then maintains it. lie was sur- 
prised that the committee should recom- 
mend a contract for three years w ith one 
company, when last year they were say- 
ing that the gas company was a gigantic 
monopoly, and the city could not uttord 
to submit to out company, hut must let 
iu the Kleetric Light company for the 
sake ot competition, and that the city 
would he better served by two compa- 
nies. Now tlie Gas company made three 
propositions this year, if they were given 
the whole contract they would light tlie 
city for $2D.ooo. put cluster burners iu 
place of the arc lights and lour toot

Common council. 

Tho common council mot in rogtilnr 
session, President Burr being abaci) t. 
Councilman Kennedy called to order, 
and a vote was taken for president pro 
tern. Ten ballots were cast, eight belli# 
for Mr. Konnedy. one for Mr. Fonno. and 
ono for Mr. Bond. Mr. Kennedy there- 
upon took the clmlr and the records were 
road and approved, Business from the 
board of aldermen was disposed of in 
concurrence, and the chair appointed 
Councilmon Fonno and Wiswall to act 
ns a joint committee with tho committee 
from the aldermen to nominate someone 
for the office of Overseer of the Pom in 
Ward 2, Mr. K. S. Colton having re- 
signed. 

Councilman Powell read an order ap- 
propriating the sum of #200 for tho pur- 
pose of constructing a new rifle range 
for the use of tho Claflin Guards in some 
suitable locality, SUM) to be charged to 
armory expenses, and $100 to miscellane- 
ous expenses. The order was given a 
second reading under a suspension of tho 
rules. Mr, Halo wanted to know why 
tho whole sum should not be charged to 
armory expenses and Mr. Powoll replied 
tnat there might uot be enough money 
left from the armory expenses to carry 
out tho plans, so he thought it would bo 
safer to distribute tho amount equally. 
There being some question about the 
need of a range, Mr. Kennedy said that 
the government provides that each mili- 
tary company shall be provided with a 
suitable armory and rifle range at the 
expense of the city. The range that had 
been in use by tho company was burned 
last Fourth of July night by some mis- 
chievous boys, and tho targets ruined. 
Mr. Kennedy said that there was a large 
sand pit owned by the Boston* Albany 
Railroad near the Lower Falls and he 
thought that would be a good place. Mr. 
Hale then moved that tho motion of Mr. 
Powell bo amended so that the whole 
sum should bo charged to armory ex- 
penses, which was carried and the order 
passed. 

The order from tho board of aldermen 
in regard to awarding the contract for 
street lighting to the Electric Light and 
Power company was given a second hear- 
ing. Mr. Hale opposed acting in concur- 
rence, and moved that tho order lie laid 
upon tho table, which was seconded. 

Mr. Fenno said that he hoped the mo- 
tion of Mr. Halo would not prevail as it 
would bo losing valuable time. To those 
who were members of the council last 
year, this is no now question, and wo 
cannot do better than adopt the action 
of the aldermen, and have Hie question 
of street lighting settled. Bids were 
asked from the different light companies 
and the Electric Light and Power com- 
pany said they would furnish tho whole 
city with arc and incandescent lights for 
the amount of tho appropriation, $27,000, 
they furnishing all the necessary appa- 
ratus. and utilizing the gas posts where 
it was possible. Much better light can 
be given by this method than by any 
other, doing away wirti the moon sche- 
dule now in use and for every arc light 
that is not needed, ten idcaudescent 
lights will be furnished. Each year un- 
der the present method, extra lights are 
needed and in some of the wards there is 
not near enough light. Mr. Fenno then 
read the offer of the X. E. L. & P. Co. 
stating that they would be in readiness 
to begin the contract should it be award- 
ed them, by January 1. 1880. 

Councilman Wiswall wish to hear from 
the chairman of tho street light commit- 
tee, Alderman Ward, who happened to 
be present, and asked if tho city could 
not do its own lighting. Mr. Ward said 
that after careful consideration of that 
matter by the committee, they had not 
thought it desirable or advisable for the 
city to undertake it. If the system be- 
fore us is adopted, the lights can be fur- 
nished all from one place, and not from 
different parts of the city. Wo are going 
to get a great deal more for the money if 
wo accept this contract than if we take 
some other. 

Mr.Hunt asked if no extra lights would 
be needed and Mr. Ward replied that 
probably there would, as now streets are 
•continually being made and the city 
growing larger. Brookline is paying 
in ire for iu electric lighting than 
wo are. Watertown is paying nearly $15 
and we are paying about $14 for each 
light. I do not think it will require ex- 
tra poles, as the lamp posts can be put 
in use as they are in Watertown. The 
order passed is noj; the contract, as a 
contract is to be made afterwards. 

Mr. Wiswall asked if ho thought $27,- 
4K>) would cover the expense and Mr. 
Ward said in his own private opinion 
some extra money might be needed. The 
arc lights are to be of the same powor as 
wo now have. Councilman Reed thought 
the order was a good one but that it 
should be laid on the table till another 
meeeting, so that it might receive further 
investigation. 

Mr. Rice would like to have the board 
inquire how much extra it would cost to 
have the streets lighted all night, and he 
thought the matter ought to be laid 
over. 

Mr. Fenno said that if the lights were 
kept burning all night it would cost con- 
siderable more as another sut of men 
would be needed to work each night. Ho 
thought time was precious and the mat- 
ter ought to be settled. 

Mr. Hale remarked that it the board 
waited two weeks it would then have 
seven mouths before the contract began, 
and he hoped the matter would be laid 
on the table ayd it was so voted. 

The chair read an order apppropriat- 
ing $250 for the equipment of a labora- 
tory for the Milk Inspector, the same to 
charged to miscellaneous expenses, 
which was passed. 

The order for $200 for the rifle range 
was returned by tbe aldermen with 
tho indorsement that it be referred to the 
committee on military affairs which was 
concurred in and referred. 

In regard to the lighting of the streets 
between the expiration of the present 
contract June 1, 1888, and the commence- 
ment of another January 1, 1881), no ac- 
tion was taken, the matter being laid 
upon the table. 

Mr. Greenwood read an order appro- 
priating $125 for the observance of Me- 
morial Day by the council, to be expen- 
ded under the direction of the commit- 
tee on military affairs which was passed. 


Ammon luted Bread. 

Ammoiiiatcd baking powders— that is 
baking powders in which carbonate of 
ammonia is used as an iugredieut, and 
which exhale an odor of ammonia when 
heated — are classed by many eniiueut 
physicians ami sanitarians as superior to 
all others. Professor Hassell, of Lou- 
don, who is recognized as highest author- 
ity on the subject of food hygiene, com- 
mends in the strongest terms the use of 


carbonate of ammonia as a leavening 
agent, stating its great advantage to be 
in its perfect volatility, which permits it 
to be, by tbe heat of baking, entirely 
thrown into leavening gas whereby tbe 
bread iH raised. Tho experiment with 
boat would seem to indicate the superior, 
not tlie inferior, value of such baking 
powder. Tho little heat that is imparted 
to it when hold over a gas jot, lamp, or 
stove, suffices to resolve tlie carbonate of 
ammonia into leavening gas ami throw it 
off. The first heat of baking, thoreforo, 
will effectually develop ail the gas, 
thoroughly leaven the loaf and dissipate 
the gas tirodticing ingredients of a pow- 
der of this kind; and this is the highest 
test of a perfect baking powder. Where 
other alkalies alone are used they are 
not infrequently retained, unresolved, 
through the whole procoss of baking, and 
remain an unwholesome ingredient in 
the finished bread. Tho carbonate of 
ammonia cannot he used as a substitute 
for cream of tartar.— I N r . V. Weekly 
Tribune. 


Judge Pitman's Public School Religion. 

[Boston Pilot.] 

Notable among late contributions to 
tho literature of the school question is 
Judge Pitman’s in the May number of 
the Forum, under the caption. “Wlmt 
Shall tho Public Schools Teach?” Judge 
Pitman lays down, at the outset, that, to 
safeguard the State, tho State schools 
must teach sound morals, since tho State 
needs good citizens even more than it 
ucods intelligent citizens. But cannot 
morality bo taught without religion? He 
frankly admits dearth of experimental 
proof that it can; and records himself 
positively in favor of religion in the 
schools. 

We will not set forth his arguments on 
this head. They are precisely those 
which Tho Pilot readers are constantly 
hearing from their priests. But what 
kind of religion w ould he have? Like 
President Soelye of Amherst, Dr. Bartol, 
and others, lie thinks some common 
ground might be agreed on by all the ad- 
herents of Christianity; so that tlie 
schools need not be left pagan because 
Christians aro divided. His plan would 
embrace the cultivation of the sentiment 
of worship by opening the school ses- 
sions with tho Lord’s Prayer and some 
reading of selected Scriptures, the study 
of the Bible as literature, and tho pains- 
taking development of tho moral sense. 

He believes, correctly, we doubt not, 
that all Protestants and most unbelievers 
would accept his scheme. As to the 
Catholics, they would, at least, have no 
new grievance; and many of them would 
see a distinct gain in removing from the 
public schools the reproach of Godless- 
ness. But should they still object — as 
assuredly they would — to availing them- 
selves of tho public schools, Judge Pit- 
man would favor handing over “these 
departments for the instruction of their 
children to teachers of their own faith, 
under such arrangements as should in- 
sure an intelligent, systematic, and faith- 
ful performance of that duty. ' In other 
words, tho writer would have Catholic 
teachers visit tho public schools at fixed 
times for tlie special religious and moral 
instruction of the Catholic pupils. This, 
however, should he not in recognition of 
a right, but merely as a concession, cre- 
ating no claim for compensation, since 
the State had already provided, accord- 
ing to its best judgment, for the reli- 
gious instruction of all. 

But why this awkward and unsatisfac- 
tory compromise — which means in effect 
to set up a State religion in the schools 
at the expense of all tho tax-payers, and 
discriminate against the Catholic tax- 
payers uecause they cannot in conscience 
accept it— when a simple and well-tested 
solution of the difficulty is offered by tlie 
denominational system? Still, every 
word that deepens the growing senti- 
ment in favor of religion in popular edu- 
cation is a distinct gain; and Catholics 
have no fear but that, once tlie American 
mind is thoroughly convinced on this 
important question, it will find an equit- 
able settlement for it. 

Judge Pitman regrets the parochial 
school movomeiit as tending to perpetu- 
ate class divisions. But, though claim- 
ing for the State tho right and tho duty 
to see that all the children get a primary 
education somewhere, he claims also for 
the Catholic the same right to his paro- 
chial school that the fastidious Protestant 
has to his private seminary. He depre- 
cates unfriendly legislation as sure to 
arouse the irresistible spirit of religious 
partisanship; and advises the advocates 
of the public schools to win, rather than 
to try to coerce the Catholics. Unwar- 
rantably taking it for granted that the 
parochial schools are inferior to tlie pub- 
lic, and entirely misapprehending the 
Catholic attitude on questions of this 
kind, he believes that the American the- 
ory of common school education “will 
triumph over the old-world theories of 
training by ecclesiastics.” 

How much hotter an earnest Protes- 
tant ministor, the Rev. A. H. Quint, 1). 
I)., realizes the Catholic strength and 
spirit! Writing in the current Congre- 
gationalism lie recognizes the vitality of 
tlie principle of authority in tho Catho- 
lic church ; the folly of expecting divisions 
among Catholics, or of counting on 
necessary inferiority in the parochial 
schools, which are well planned and di- 
rected, and steadily improving, because 
they have come to stay. Ho would limit 
State inspection to enrollment of private 
schools, registration of pupils, ami speci- 
fication of tlie studies which coincide 
with those which the State makes imper- 
ative iu its own schools. Hu protests 
against the examining the parochial 
school children who apply for work iu 
the mills as an insulting reflection on the 
honor of the Catholic school directors, 
and. on the same principle, he protests 
against the examination of Catholic 
teachers. Finally, he sees in compulsory 
State inspection of Catholic schools just- 
ification for a Catholic demand for State 
support of such schools; and when the 
demand is made he doubts if it can he 
denied.

THE REPUBLICAN CLUB. 


A Republican club has at last been 
formed in Newton, aud although the 
movement has so far not beeu very prom- 
ising, yet with good nominations at Chi- 
cago, the club would receive large acces- 
sions to its membership and become a 
powerful organization. Many who have 
been asked to join have refused, saying 
that they did not propose to join any club 
until they knew positively that Mr. Blaine 
was out of the field. The movement in 
favor of Judge Gresham, which seems to 
be popular in the West, is also looked 
upon with favor in Newton, and his nom- 
ination would certainly reunite the 
party, and give us an enthusiastic cam- 
paign. 

Judge Gresham appears to be the best 
of the candidates now in the field, and 
the only one whose candidacy is being 
seriously pressed, lie is a man of large 
public experience, of spotless reputa 
tion, whose past record would give his 
party nothing to defend or to explain 
away, and the Republicans would bo 
able under his leadership to make an ag- 
gressive campaign. 

Mr. William E. Sheldon’s remark about 
the ninth district has a much wider ap- 
plication, and the Republicans can re- 
deem not only tlie district but the coun- 
try, if they select a man worthy of the 
place, who will command the undivided 
support of the party. His supporters 
claim that Judge Gresham is such a man 
for President, and he is favored by all 
who havo been opposed to Mr. Blaine. 

Judging from Mr. Sheldon's remark, 
he does not think that Mr. Ely is the man 
for Congressman, and it is certain that 
he would not have the undivided sup- 
port of tlio party. The sentiment in 
Newton is very strongly against putting 
up a man who has once been defeated, 
and who has no especial fitness for the 
position. Mr. Ely’s friends say that he 
has always loyally stood by the party, 
but so have hundreds of other men in the 
district, who have never sought to be re- 
warded for it. 

Newton is rather late in the field with 
its Republican club, but the Chicaj 
convention is now so near at hand, that 
very little of importance can be done 
until after the the Chicago convention.

LIGHT FOB THE STREETS. 


Another contest over the question of 
lighting the streets was opened last Mon- 
day night, and the first battle was fought 
in the board of aldermen, which resulted 
in a substantial victory for the Nowton 
Electric Light company, tho board vot- 
ing six to one to replace all the gas and 
oil lights with incandescent lamps. The 
measure had the unanimous approval 
of the street light committee. It is rather 
remarkable that two of tho members, 
Alderman Ward and Councilman Gore, 
who were last year the strongest oppo- 
nents of electric lights, are this year 
their strongest supporters. 

In the common council, the order re- 
ceived a check, and after full discus- 
sion it was laid over until the next meet- 
ing, May 28. As far as can be predicted, 
it will then receive a majority of votes, as 
most of the members did not profess any 
opposition to it, but only objected to 
rushing the matter through the city 
council in one evening. The chief ob- 
ject of the two board system is to pro - 
vent this, and the council acted wisely, 
as there does not seem to beany occasion 
for haste. 

The chief argument for the contract is 
the unsatisfactory oil lamps, and tho 
prospect of securing a better light in 
their place. A petition was presented 
asking for delay ‘'until you can have am- 
ple opportunity to investigate the vari- 
ous means of lighting by electricity,” 
and signed by a dozen prominent citizens. 

There was some surprise expressed be- 
cause the gas company was not repre- 
sented. and did not ask for a bearing on 
the matter, which they would liaye been 
entitled to. They knew that the order 
was to be presented, and that as both 
branches were to he in session, there was 
a possibility that the order might be 
adopted. Their offers this year wore 
much more generous than last, and the 
company is certainly entitled to somo 
consideration. 

The proposition to have the city put 
up its own plant does not seem to meet 
with much favor, as most people feel 
that it would prove a good-sized ele- 
phant, public works having a way of 
eating up money, largely in excess of the 
most careful estimates.

PAY UP. 


We were surprised that a gentleman of 
Rev. Father Dolan’s well kuown reputa- 
tion for courtesy and fairness should 
have written such a letter as appeared in 
the Bostou Record last Saturday. The 
usual course, when a gentleman wishes 
to correct a statement made by a paper, 
is to write to that paper itself, and if 
there is a refusal to make the correction, 
then to send his letter to another publica- 
tion. Father Dolan had always been 
treated with tho utmost courtesy by this 
paper, the same as other clergymen, and 
we do not propose to change that policy, 
and so pass over the opening paragraph 
of his letter, which was probably writ- 
ten in haste, and would have been omit- 
ted had he thought over the matter. 

He apparently mistook the character of 
the editorial in last week’s Graphic on 
tho way to enforce tho license law. There 
was no insinuation expressed or intend- 
ed “that tho Roman ( priests 

took no active steps to aid iff officers of 
the law,” for Father Dolan himself has 
done as much for tho temperance cause 
as auy other man, and lias labored iu 
season and out of season to build up a 
stroug temperance sentiment iu his 
church. Ills influence has always beeu 
felt on the side of temperance, as bis 
frequeut temperance sermons, aud the 
temperance missions be has conducted 
have shown. He is in a position to have 
great influence, and judging from his 
letter, wo suspect that it is only a dis- 
pute about words, aud that he agrees 
with the Graphic iu the position it lias 
taken, lie says at the close of his letter 
that if public sentiment does not sustain 
the police and their superiors in an en- 
forcement of the law “it would be better 
that tho laws were abolished than to re- 
main as a source of monopoly to some, a 
temptation of bribery to others, aud a 
contempt for law to all.” 

The trouble is in creating a public 
sentiment that will sustain tho police 
aud their superiors. The only way is 
that pointed out last week, to have all 
temperance citizens, whether clergymen 
or laymen, unite iu endeavoring to form 
such a sentiment, and each do what they 
can to aid in enforcing the law. 

Father Dolan hits the nail ou the head 
when he says “there are times when a 
private citizeu would be justified in 
prosecutmg oue who sold liquor iu viola-

The Board of Health held a meeting at 
City Hall, Tuesday afternoon

rapidly coming into popular favor, 
especially since its reorganization three 
years since. Albert Nott, M. I)., is Dean 
of the college, arid professor of physiol- 
ogy. Julius L. Clarke, Esq., is clerk and 
N. T. Allen, Esq., one of tho trustees. 
There were between 40 and 50 students 
this season, ladies and gentlemen, a 
larger number than any previous year, 
while there are some 00 already engaged 
for the next year. It has an able and de- 
voted corps of professors, is clear of 
debt with a bright future. 

— Tho annual mooting of tlie Woman’s 
Educational club was held in tlie Unita- 
rian church parlors on Monday, and it 
was a gala occasion in every particular.

Mr. Pettee presented resolutions, 
thanking Messrs. Mosinan, Noyes ami 
Kingsbury for their services, which were 
adopted, and copies to be sent to eacli of 
tlie gentlemen named. Alderman Nick- 
erson presented a petition from W. II. 
Mague for a renewal of his contract for 
removing night soil, which was received. 
The board went into executive session on 
the matter, and on resuming open ses- 
sion it was voted on motion of Mr. 
Nickerson that a contract be awarded to 
W. II. Mague for the collection of night 
soil for tlie term of three yeais from 
Juno 1st, 1888. on tlie same terms and 
conditions as contained in tlie contract, 
which expires June 1, 1888. On motion 
it was voted that in tlie contract as to 
the matter of places for depositing night 
soil the word “direct” be changed to 
“approve,” and in place of “report at 
once” the eesspools emptied, tlie words, 
"will make daily reports” bo substitu- 
ted ; also after tlie words •’seventy cubic 
feet,” to add (525 gals.) It was voted 
that tlie Mayor be authorized to execute 
such a contract with W. II. Mague. The 
subject of licensing plumbers was intro- 
duced by Dr. Frisbie and laid over to the 
next meeting. On motion it was voted 
that the agent and Dr. Frisbie bo a com- 
mittee to procure proper stationery for 
tlie use of members ot tiie Board. The 
committee appointed at the last meeting 
in reference to moving the small pox 
hospital, reported that there was plenty 
of room for it on the Cottage Hospital 
grounds. Tlie Mayor stated that objec- 
tions had been mailt* by citizcus of Ait- 
burndale to having the hospital placed 
there. A resolution adopted by tlie 
board of aldermen May 7th, with refer 
euce to awarding tlie coutract for tlie re- 
moval of night soil was received aud 
placed on file. A copy of Chap. 800 of 
tlie acts ot 1888, relative to deaths aud 
burials was received and read, and by 
vote ot the board, tlie city clerk, Col. 1. 
F. Kingsbury, was appointed agent ot 
tlie board for tlie purpose of receiving 
certificates and granting penults for bur- 
ials, to take effect Juno 3rd. A letter 
from Bruce R. Ware, with reference to 
sewage matter from Mr. Fuller's estate 
ou Bennington street was received.

MTOOBATIOX TO NKWTON ( Hl ltf TIP.**. 

Public announcement will shortly be 
mndc of the place and manner in which 
shares may bo taken in the Newton Co- 
operative Bunk, aud the public- will be 
invited to the first meeting, when the 
first money will he sold, and the first 
scries of shares opened. 

It lias been thought best in Newton, to 
present to tlie public a bank already 
organized and incorporated with tlie 
officers elected, and every thing ready 
for business and public inspection. 

The scope of the bank will include tlie 
entire city, and representative men from 
all part* of the city arc among its charter 
members. There have been placed 
in the hands of several of the incorpora- 
tors subscription lists to the first series 
of shores to ho issued, which are being 
very widely signed, thus enabling tlie 
bank to offer a fair amount of money to 
loan at its first meeting. The shares are 
issued in semi-annual series to prevent 
too many shares from maturing at the 
same time, and thus withdrawing too 
much at once from the working capital. 
It is hotter to take shares at the begin- 
ning of a series and so have no accrued 
dues to pay. 

Who will wish to borrow? 

Men who already have 1st mortgages 
i their property on which they 
can easily pay more than tlie in- 
terest, but wlio never have enough 
to attack tin* principal, will exchange 
their existing mortgage for one in tlie 
co-operative bank. Men who want to 
borrow a very small amount. An ordin- 
ary bank will not take a very small mort- 
gage, hut they can borrow of the co- 
operative bank instead of going to a 
friend or pledging personal securities, 
and pay it off before they know it. 
Small churches and parishes which can 
always make monthly payments, but 
whieh dread and justly contracting 
mortgage debt which it* requires a great 
effort to lift. Tlie church of the Messiah 
at Auburndalc has almost cleared away 
its debt by tho co-operative bank system. 

All young men and men of moderate 
means who want a home, and take tlie 
trouble to investigate tlie principle of 
the co-operative bank. 

The Republican Club. 

A meeting was held at City Hall, Sat- 
urday night, for the purpose of forming 
a Republican club. About fifty were 
present, representing all the wards in tlie 
city, and those present were very enthu- 
siastic. Mr. Wm. E. Sheldon was elected 
president and Mr. Louis A. Hall secre- 
tary. It was voted to adjourn for one 
week, when the nominating committee 
will report a full list of officers of the 
club, consisting of one vice-president 
from eacli ward, and two gentlemen from 
each ward, to constitute an executive 
committee. Mr. W. E. Sheldon was 
called upon for remarks, and spoke brief- 
ly, expressing his thanks for the honor 
conferred upon him, suggesting earnest 
work in the approaching national cam- 
paign. He said that he believed iu or- 
ganization and persistent effort, advocat- 
ing tlie principles of the party to tlie peo- 
ple fairly and frankly, with a view to se- 
curing co-operation and support. He al- 
luded to the congressional situation in 
tlie 9th district, and said that the present 
incumbent was a worthy and genial gen- 
tleman, hut not a man calculated to exert 
an influence iu the counsels of the nation. 
The Republicans can redeem the district 
if they will select a man worthy of the 
place, who will command the undivided 
support of tlie party.

From that 
time forward 1 took it for granted that I 
was a very plain young woman, and be- 
gan to think it w as just as well I could 
not see mv image in the glass. Perhaps 
this was tlie very impression which my 
mother, who was a wise woman iu her 
way, wished to convey to me. I’lain or 
pretty, however, it mattered very little: 
marriage for me was out of tho question, 
had 1 been as lair as Cleopatra. VVliat 
man but would prefer a homely wife 
w ith a pair of useful eyes in her head to 
the most beautiful blind woman iu the 
world? 

As my mother declined to give mo any 
definite information, 1 was compelled 
perforce to rumaiu iu ignorance upon 
the interesting question of my personal 
appearance. 1 knew of uo one else whom 


I could consult on the subject. The dull ! 
little country town in which we lived did 
not Alford much material In the way of 
society, and perhaps we had neglected to 
make full use of our opportunities. My 
father, a medical min, had boon dead 
many years, and lay buried in a crowded 
London cemetery: while the two hundred 
a year which we inherited on his death, 
though it sufficed to keep us in decent 
comfort, was far from enabling us to 
make a figure even in our own insignifi- 
cant circle.

’Immigrant from England. 


West Newton, May 12. 

The warm sun has tempted a few more 
flowers to throw oft their winter cover- 
ings and spread their petals, and the buds 
are swelling with piomises of groon 
glory yet to come. 

The king ot the forest,” should cer- 
tainly first, claim our attention. By this 
name do the English call tho Oak, hut as 
we have no kings in this republican land, 
tho great reverence paid to the Oak 
abroad is not known here. There is no 
tree which is surrounded by such a mul- 
titude of stories and legends, and many 
an ancient one with its special tale is as 
well known in England as any of her 
celebrated men. The Yule log must be 
of oak; King Arthur’s round table was 
an oaken one. Under tho Oak, the 
national meetings of the Saxons took 
place, and the Druids worshipped. In- 
deed the name Druid, comes from the 
old Celtic name for the Oak— Derw. 

The Scarlet Oak is, we believe, peculiar- 
ly an Americau species, and is much 
more abundant in the southern states 
than with us. The name comes from the 
brilliant color which the shining leaves 
assume in autumn. 

The flowers of the Oak are liko the 
Elm, wind-fertilized, but the staminate 
and pistillate blossoms grow on separate 
trees. In this species, tho fruit does not 
ripen until the second year. The bark is 
very thick and desirable for tho tanner’s 
use, but the wood is of little value either 
for timber or for fuel. 

Corporal punishment at home as well 
as at school occurs less often than in our 
younger days, so that the White Birch is 
not so suggestive to the school boy of to- 
day as once it was. Shenstone describes 
how it affected the child of his day. 

“For not a wind might curl the leaves that blow 
But their minds shuddered and their pulse beat 
low; 

And, as they looked, they found their horror 
grew, 

And shuped it into rods and tingled at the view." 

We can well recall the time when it 
was at once the cause and means of many 
a whipping; the desire for a “sail” on its 
clastic top, banishing from our minds all 
' fear of the future punishment for torn 
clothes. 

In early Rome, the fasces borne by the 
lictors were made of the branches of this 
tree. Now perhaps wo have here the 
derivation of a school boy expression, 
which is quite suggestive. 

A lictor was an officer attached to the 
service of certain magistrates, and one 
of their duties was to beat malefactors 
with their fasces before execution. When 
the boy, fresh from the birchen rod of 
the master, turned to study his Roman 
history, and found that the same material 
which has made him tingie. was used for 
a similar purpose in ancient times, he 
calls his master a lictor; in process of 
time tho word is made smoother in pro- 
nunciation by dropping the fourth letter; 
the chief actor becomes a licker; the 
operation is known as a licking. There- 
fore we are inclined to take issue with 
Webster, who calls the expression, 
“collopuial and vulgar,” and claim that 
it is a classical one. 

Tho Birch, like tho Oak, has its sta- 
mens and pistils on separate trees, and 
trusts to the wind to carry the pollen 
from one to the other. The golden tas- 
sels are composed of tho staminate flow- 
ers; those bearing the pistils are much 
less conspicuous, and very soon hidden 
by the leaves. The sugary sap of the 
birch is seldom used in this country, but 
in Russia and in Sweden it is gathered in 
large quantities and converted into wine. 

The Red Maple, which we find in flow- 
er this week, is not tho species whence 
tho syrup poured over our matutinal 
buckwheat is supposed to come. It is 
naturally found in low lauds, while the 
sugar Maple seeks higher land. Its Row- 
ers form one of the brightest of the ban- 
ners which spring raises in the forest, 
while its leaves perform the same duty 
for the autumn. The seeds exhibit one 
of tlie many devices of nature for the 
distribution of plants; they are furnished 
with a pair of wings so perfect that they 
quite closely resemble some brilliant in- 
sect., as the wind wafts them about. 

Friar Laurence is saying, when Romeo 
first visits Ii is cell: 

Uli, mickle is the powerful grace that lies 
In herbs, plauts, stones, ami their true qualities; 
Many for many virtues excellent. 

None but for some, ami yet all different. 

The earlier botanists, as indeed do the 
latest ones, believe with the reverend 
friar, but they erred tit times in tho i»o\v- 
or they ascribed to plants. Thu little 
yellow Five Finger, or Cinquefoil, whose 
botanical name is derived from the Latin 
word meaning powerful, lias no special 
value as a medicine; it seems to have the 
power, however, of growing everywhere 
and tiny where; even in tho most sterile 
soil it finds a foothold, and lives equally 
well on a dry hank exposed to a hot 
sun, or iij the shade of rich grass in a 
verdant meadow. 

Our last specimen introduces us to it 
botanical family which is very extensive, 
and which furnishes us with many use- 
ful plauts, such as Turnip, Cabbage, Cau- 
liflower and Mustard. It is one of the 
most troublesome for the students, as 
the flowers are all very much alike, and 
are distinguished chiefly by tho shape of 
the pods and the arrangements of the 
seeds. The many little triangular shaped 
pods of the Shepherd’s purse, make it 
quite distinct from its relations, and it is 
well known hv all. It is an immigrant 
from England, and doubtless made the 
passage across the ocean as a “stow-a- 
way,” for it hits no friends who would 
provide it with a ticket, and like many 
ot the human race who cross in tho same 
way, it is a nuisance to the well behaved 
people among whom it settles. It lias 
some interest in that it exhibits a little 
later the whole system of seeding; each 
plant bearing at the same time, buds, 
flowers, newly developed seed-vessels, 
tiie “full purses” and the empty ones, 
from which the seeds have dropped, to 
renew with another year its apparently 
useless life. We say, apparently, for we 
hold that in the plan of the (treat De- 
signer, no single part of tho structure of 
nature is without some use. We are 
only justified in saying tiial for many 
things we do not see the reason. We 
can confess our ignorance, we cannot 
pass judgment. k. it. u.

TKN YKAttS OK MASSACHUSETTS. 

D. C. Heath of Nowtonville, A Co., of 
Boston, have issued “Ton years of Massa- 
chusetts,” by Raymond L. Bridgman of 
Auburndale. It pictures the develop- 
ment of the Commonwealth as seen in 
its laws, regarding the laws as tho ex- 
pression of the “common sense” of tho 
people beyond which, as a wholo, they 1 
have not advanced. It is written with 
tho idea that the real progress of the 
state is to bo seen in its legislation and 
tho thread which holds tlie chapters to- 
gether is the thought of the Common- 
wealth as a person in the progress of de- 
velopment. Only a small proportion of 
f lic laws of the last ten years are men- 
tioned. Everything is omitted which 
does not bom on the line of the develop- 
ment of tho Commonwealth as a whole. 
The different chapters show the progress 
of the Commonwealth along old lines and 
its entry upon new fields. They take up 
in turn the constitutional changes, the 
public administration, the religious ad- 
vance. tho progress in the interest of 
public morals, tho advance in education, 
the changes in social conditions, the in- 
creased care of life and health, the re- 
markable development of labor legisla- 
tion, the rapid business advance of the 
Commonwealth us shown in its laws, and 
tho manifold temperance legislation. The 
last chapter shows how active has been 
the temperance sentiment of the state 
and how much it has accomplished. The 
book, as a wholo, proves that the Com- 
monwealth has made marked progress in 
the last ten years, a progress which is 
surprising when it is thus plainly and 
concisely set forth. 

THE WRITER. 

That bright little journal for literary 
people, “The Writer,” announces that so 
great was the demand for it last month 
that a second edition was required, mak- 
ing the whole edition 11,000 copies. Its 
success shows that it is meeting a genu- 
ine demand in a satisfactory manner.

Assessors’ Notice 


The inhabitants of the City of Newton, and all 
other persons liable to pay taxes therein, are 
hereby required to bring in to the Assessors of 
said Newton, on any day from May First to the 
Thirteenth Day of June next, true lists of all 
their Polls, (males 20 years old and upwards), 
and schedules and estimates of their personal es- 
tates not exempted from taxation. 

Persons holding Estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessors with statements In rela- 
tion to such Estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hands from other causes, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees or other persons interested 
are hereby required and warned to give notice of 
such change; and In default of such notice will 
be held to pay the tax assessed, altbongh snch 
estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property held for Literary, 
Benevolent Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the reqirements of Chapter 
217, Acts of 1*82. — All persons and corporations 
are hereby required to bring In to the Assessors 
of Newton on any day from MAY FIRST TO THE 
FIFTEENTH DAY OF JUNE next, trne lists of 
all real and personal estate held by such persons 
and corporations, respectively for literary, be- 
nevolent, charitable or scientific purposes.on the 
FIRST DAY OF MAY, 1*8X, together with the 
statement of the amount of all receipts and ex- 
penditures by such person or corporation for 
said purpose during the year next preceding 
said first of May; such lists and statements to be 
in such detail as may be required by the tax 
Commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

C1IAP. 175, ACTS OF 18S2, SEC. 1 , 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Estate 
may bring in to tbe Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies at the time specified 
for bringing in the list as provided in section 
thirty-eight of chapter eleven a of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under oath, of tbe amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate and the name and residence of every hold- 
er of an interest therein as a mortgagee or mort- 
gagor. When such property is situated in two or 
more places or when a recorded mortgage in- 
cludes for one gam, two or more estates or parts of 
an estite, uu estimate of the amount of the mort 
gagee’s interests in each estate or part of an es- 
tate shall be given in such statement. The As- 
sessors shall, from such statement or otherwise, 
ascertain the proportionate parts of snch estates 
that are the interests of morgagees and mortga- 
gors respectively, ana shall assess the same. 
Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Real Estate, 
a statement is not brought in as herein provided, 
no tax tor the then current year of such Real 
Estate shall be invalidated for the reason that a 
mortgagee’s interest thereiu has not been as- 
sessed to him. 


SHIPPING* 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, but each resident partner must include 
these items iu his individual return. Owners • 
and agents of ships and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade are relerred t<> Sections 8 ; 
and 9 of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes, for the 
form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
el ty. * 

Any person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the val- 
uation thereof, and any person neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of the Board of Assessors, agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All poisons will take notice that statements "t 
Personal Property must be iu writing and sub- 
scribed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before the thirteenth da» of June, and that 
the Personal Property of all taxable persons must 
tie estimated by tbe Board, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to any one or moro of the Assessors.— 
Pun. Stat., Chap. It, Sko. :w and 41. When a 
person bus tailed to bring iu a list or schedule 
of all his taxable property in conformity to this 
notice, no abatement of a tax assessed on Per- 
sonal Estate to such person, can l*e granted “un- 
less such tax exceeds by more than titty per 
cent, the amount which would have been as- 
sessed to that person on Personal Estate if he 
had seasonably brought in said list; aul if said 
tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, the said 
amount, the abatement shall be only of tbe ex- 
cess above the said fifty per cent.— Pi u. Stat.

one present. This meeting should take 
some actinu looking toward the total 
abolishment of grade crossings. The 
kind of gates now in use arc not intended 
to keep people off the track, but almost 
wholly for carriages. It seems to me 
they are a constant invitation to cross. 
Freight nml express trains pass the cross- 
ings frequently when passenger trains are 
coming to stations, and we have to wait 
til) they get by and lose the train, or else 
take the risk of our lives nml go across 
in front of them. It was not more than 
two months ago that I called the atten- 
tion of the superintendent of the Boston 
A* Albany railroad to it and urged that 
some motliod should ho taken by which 
those terrible accidents could ho pre- 
vented. Our lives and those of our fam- 
ilies are constantly in danger. At the in- 
quest before Judge Park, I suggested 
that gates should he erected so that no 
one could pass through or under alter 
they were elosed ; and last week, before 
tho Railroad Comissiouers, I did the 
same. Eighty-seven passenger trains 
leave this station daily, and it takes the 
gates nearly two minutes each time to 
rise and fall, and people lose much time 
because of them. 

Alderman Chadwick said that although 
ho felt very deeply interested in the mat- 
ter ami sympathized with the lately be- 
reaved fsimily, yet he thought it would 
be impossible for him to serve on the 
committee, as just at present he had 
about all the committee work he could 
attend to.

A very earnest effort is being made to 
secure the passage by Congress of a law 
that shall foster the trade in pure food. 
The proposed law provides for the exam 
{nation of manufactured nrtieles of food, 
drink and drugs, and for the publication 
in the manner already adopted in Ohio 
and Massachusetts, of tho names of 
those brands found adulterated or inju- 
rious to health. A law of this character, 
that shall impose suitable penalties upon 
importers and manufacturers of such 
commodities, will he of vital importance 
to the whole country. 

THE NEWTON CEMETERY. 

SOME OK THE IMPORTANT IMPROVEMENTS 

THAT WILL RE SEEN MEMORIAL DAY. 

The approach of Memorial day always 
attracts attention to the Xewton Ceme- 
tery, where the most important of the 
services take place, and which is visited by 
a large proportion of the citizens of New- 
ton. Although tho spring has been un- 
usually backward this year, the ceme- 
tery will be found to be even more beau- 
tiful than over before, on account of the 
improvements that have been made near 
the entrance gate. The largo flower bed 
on the right contains now a brilliant dis- 
play of tulips, tho different colors being 
massed together in an effective man- 
ner. The bank between the entrance and 
the Bigelow memorial chapel has been 
newly graded and seeded down, the ten- 
der green already showing above the 
brown earth. Here are some of the most 
desirable lots in the cemetery, one of 
which has recently been purchased at an 
expense of a thousand dollars. Below 
the gently sloping bank are the new 
ponds, which add so much to the beauty 
of the place. The green grass grows 
down to the water, small islands with 
growing trees dot their surface, and 
rustic bridges lead across. The ponds 
are three in number, and the two first 
are finished, while improvements are 
still being made on the farther one. The 
site of the ponds was formerly a marsh, 
but by digging down never failing springs 
were found, and tho rich black loam that 
has been removed has made an admirable 
fertilizer. Beyond the farther pond a 
gentle hill rises, on the slope of which was 
formerly a chemical mill owned by Rev. 
James Freeman Clarke’s father. The site 
can still be seen, and lends additional in- 
terest to the spot. This land will he im- 
proved within a few years, and will af- 
ford room for the growth of the ceme- 
tery which is now more rapid than ever 
before in its history. 

The beautiful Bigelow memorial chap- 
el and tho well-lilled conservatory ad- 
joining is always a favorite spot for vis- 
itors, and it is often used for burial ser- 
vices. -The chapel itself, commemorat- 
ing, as it does, one of the foremost of 
Xewton citizens who had so much to do 
with its schools and with bringing them 
up to such a high rank, will always have 
a tender interest for all who knew Dr. 
Bigelow. The lawns around tlie chapel 
are now bright with tulip beds, which 
are also placed along the driveway. 

There have been a number of hand- 
some monuments added to the cemetery 
recently, one on the lot of Mr. D. it. Em- 
erson, which shows some beautiful carv- 
ing; another on the Jackson lot shows 
the figure of Hone, with linger upraised, 
and from the elevation of the lot it is 
seen from a long distance, and the figure 
is expressive; a large sarcophagus of 
polished granite haH been placed oil the 
Dennison lot; a shaft of polished scotch 
granite, surmounted by an urn, has been 
placed on tho lot of R. L. Day, and an- 
other monument of the same stone bears 
the names of George and Joseph Bacon. 
Mr. Cephas Brigham has the foundations 
laid for a tine monument. Mr. J. R. 
Leeson and Mrs. H. B. Cox will erect 
handsome ones the coming summer, and 
one is to be erected to (Jen. Underwood. 
Waban Lodge, I. <>. O. F., has erected a 
very tasteful stone to the memory of \V. 
II. Park. More tablets and head-stones

Some twenty-6 ve or thirty loyal Re- 
publicans met at City Hall, Saturday 
evening, to complete the organization of 
the Xewton Republican club.

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LETTER FROM II. F. TITUS. 

TDK Ct.KAIII.VO UP OK CURTAIN MI8irNDK.lt- 
HTANDINOS OF 1118 BF.IIMON8. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

Your oourtesy allows mo some words 
of explanation. I do not wish to make 
them words of reply to the kindly stric- 
tures you have recently published con- 
cerning my letters. I am not sure that 
1 have anything to add to those letters. 
Some points, however, may be empha- 
sized. 

About t ho only interpretations in those 
letters which havo been controverted by 
any one, are those on “Communism” and 
“Withdrawal.^’ Among the scores of 
letters which have been sent from friends 
and strangers in all parts of the country, 
one may be referred to as fairly repre- 
sentative of all the advorso ones. It is 
from the Professor of New Testament 
Kxegosis in a prominent Baptist Theologi- 
cal Seminary. He heartily endorsos all 
the positions taken oxcept the two men- 
tioned above, the same selected for com- 
ment in his open letter by my friend, Dr. 
>Greene. 

Let me say again, I am not seeking to 
reply. I am not solicitous to prove my- 
self right. If my interpretations were 
•wrong, I want to see them wrong and dis- 
own them. Hence, with Biblo in hand, 

I have gone over points mado by one and 
another, seeking to discover what is true. 

1 must confess to considerable sur- 
prise at the lack of acquaintance with 
the New Testament, shown by some of 
the critics. For example, Mr. Phipps re- 
fers to Mr. Titus’ unique expression, 
“girded with humility to serve one an- 
other;” a unique expression truly, but 
originating with the Apostle Peter. And 
the same writer argues extensively from 
the parables of the tares and of tho net, 
as if the field and the net represented the 
church, when Jesus, in his explanation 
of these parables, expressly says, . “The 
field is tho world.” The parables being 
quite similar iu scope, the second, not re- 
ceiving any specific explanation, must ho 
fairly interpreted by tho first. Or again, 
this from Prof. Greene, “Paul says, 
‘Charge them that are rich’ (not to sell 
all that they have but) to ‘be rich in 
good works.’ ” Turning now to the pas- 
sage itself, (I Timothy (J: 17 IT.), we find 
that the “good works” are defined in the 
very next clauses, “that they bo ready to 
distribute, willing to communicate.” 
And tho communism of those two clauses 
is all the communism I have advocated. 

Is tho rich Christian nowadays ready to 
distribute his riches as the first Christians 
were? “Distribution was made unto 
each, according as any one had need.” 
Such distribution was not compulsory 
nor a condition of membership. It was 
indeed a voluntary act of love, just 
as tolling the truth was. But if one per- 
sisted iu keeping bis riches or iu telling 
lies, lie rendered himself liablo to be put 
away. How shall one understand the 
following words, if it was not held wrong 
to be rich? “Having food and covering, 
wo shall bo therewith content. But they 
that desire to be rich fall into a tempta- 
tion and a snare, and many foolish and 
hurtful lusts, such as drown men in de- 
struction and purdilion. For the love of 
money is a root of all kinds of evil: 
which some reaching after have been led 
astray irom the faith and have pierced 
themselves through with many sorrows. 
But thou. O man of Cod, flee these things, 
and follow after righteousness, godliness, 
faith, love, patience, meekness.” And 
then: ‘Charge them that are rich in this 
present world, that they bo ready to dis- 
tribute.’ Was it not because Zacchaeus 
bad shown such a readiness before 
Jesus came to him, that he was accepted 
so promptly? When they charged him 
with being a sinner, he replied, ’Behold, 
Lord, halt of my goods 1 am giving to 
the poor, and 1 restore fourfold when 1 
find I have defrauded any one.’ It seems 
to me that Zacchaeus without Christ 
might well bo cited as an exemplar for 
us Christians. And what be must havo 
become afterwards with Christ for his 
teacher, shall we dare to seek that? 

The New Testament is very consistent 
iu its teachings in respect to rich men. 
Jesus said, “It is easier for a camel to 
go through a needle’s eye than for a rich 
man to enter into the Kingdom of God.” 
If that bo so, how many miracles God 
must work in the churches these days. 
But now turn to James, noticing how 
his words are directed to the rich as a 
class. “Hearken, my beloved brethren, 
did not God choose them that aie poor 
as to tho world to bo rich in faith, and 
heirs of the Kingdom which he promised 
to them that love him? But ye have dis- 
honored the poor man. Do not the rich 
oppress you, and themselves drag you be- 
fore the judgement seat? Do not they 
blaspheme the honorable name by 
which ye are called?” As if the name 
of Christ could not rest upon a rich man 
without blasphemy. But hear him agaiu, 
much worse then before. “Go to now, 
you rich, weep and howl for your miser- 
ies that are coming upon you. Your 
riches ore corrupted, and your garments 
are moth eaten. Your gold and your 
silver arb rusted, and their rust shall be 
for a testimony against you, and shall eat 
your flesh as fire. Ye have laid up your 
treasure iu tho last days. Behold, the 
hire of the laborers who mowed your 
fields, which is of you kept back by 
fraud, crieth out; and the cries of them 
that reaped have entered into the ears 
of tho Lord of Sabaoth. Ye havo 
lived delicately on the earth, and 
taken your pleasure; ye have nourished 
your hearts in a day of slaughter; ye 
have condemned, ye have killed the ligh- 
teous one; he doth not resist you.” No 
doubt that is very intemperate language. 
Why did he not qualify a little, and make 
some exception iu favor of the righteous 
rich men, the John Wanamakers and the 
Austin Corbins/ Because James very 
well knew what his Master— who knew 
what was iu man— had taught him, and 
what wo, who study the competitive busi- 
ness system very well know too, namely: 
If any man would be rich ho must tight 
for it; lie must defend himself when at- 
tacked; he must go before judgment 
seats; lie must assert his rights; he must 
keep tho hire of his laborers down to the 
market value; he must employ many 
shrewd and uucundid devices; in a word, 
he cannot bo “the righteous one, who 
doth not resist.” 

But now, suppose those characteriza- 
tions of James to have been addressed 
to a company of people, none of whom 
were rich, who were all poor because 
they would not tight and resist, who 
wore looking to tho ago to come for their 
riches, anticipating the life which is life 
indeed, regarding this ago as lying iu the 
evil one, then every word is full of sig- 
nificance, not exaggerated, but simple 
fact, constituting a marvellous delinea- 
tion of tho world-system iu coutrast 
with the Christ-svsteui. 

If rich men had been sanctioned iu the 
church, the apostle could uot have talked 
iu this wuy. No, he was ouly picturing 
iu his own style what Jesus said: ‘Lay 


not up for yourselves t tonsures upon 
earth, but in heaven; for where your 
treasure is, there w'll vour heart be. No 
man can sorve two masters. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. Bo not anx- 
ious, saying, what shall wo oat or drink? 
or, wherewithal shall we be clothed? 
For this is what tho Gentiles, the world- 
system, are after. Seek ye his kingdom 
and his righteousness, and your heavenly 
father will take care of you.’ Fine 
houses, fine clothing, fine food, all 
tho fine things of civilization— another 
name for the world system— these are 
not your treasures. You are aliens 
and sojourners hero. Your citizenship 
is in henvun. For your full re- 
ward you are to look to the regeneration 
when the sou of man shall sit upon the 
throne of his glory. Sot your affections 
on thoso things above, where Christ 
sittetli, who will reappear to glorify us 
with himself. 

My other letters set forth this truth of 
tho two systems so much more fully, 
that it appears repetition to call fresh 
attention to it. 

And 1 havo Baid so much now, because 
so many readers fail to apprehond it, and 
thus fundamentally misapprehend 
what I havo been trying to say. If there 
is any contoxt constant to all texts in the 
Now Testament, it is this: that the 
world-system is hostile to the church, 
that Christ will reappear to put an ond 
to the world-system, and, therefore, that 
wo are not to expect to win the world, 
nor to influence it to any appreciable ox- 
tent. .So, when it is taught that there 
should be uo|distinctions in material con- 
ditions, that means for Christians only, 
not that men in general should attempt 
to live such a life; though, if they were 
universally to live tho life of love, all 
human ills would vanish. 

But thoso who interpret ovory scrip- 
ture by “tho context of common sense” 
alone, are perpetually ignoring this groat 
distinction— assuming that a plan adapt- 
ed to Christians in this age must also bo 
adapted for universal use. Tho function 
of the church is that of its master, to be 
despised and rejected of men, yet to point 
forward to the coming age, where, with 
no more selfishness and sin, it will be 
possible to live tho true lif*. But “com- 
mon sense” gives no inkling of this. 
Common sense is the general judgment 
of men as they run; it is the world’s 
sense, tho very thing which is most in- 
competent to read between the lines of 
the Bible. This world-sense denies that 
Christ is coming again. World sense 
has invaded every department of the 
church. World sense has taught us to 
twist the plainest intent of Christ and 
his apostles into whatever conforms to 
the common expectation of tho age. 
Tho common sense of to-day teaches us 
that men are being evolved into better 
men, that tho race is destined, under the 
philanthropic warmth of Christianity, to 
vast moral achievment. Christians ac- 
cept this world-sense and make Christ’s 
second coming identical with this ex- 
pected achievment. The manifest text 
of tho New Testament is thus obliterated 
by this common-sense context. Com- 
mon-sense has become ai\ oracle to us, 
whoso mysterious decrees it is impious 
to disregard. It was the Mephistophe- 
lian spirit who tempted Dipsychus to 
give up the contest thus: 

“Submit, submit, 

'Tis common sense ; 

And human wit 

Can frame no higher name than it. 

Submit, submit.” 

Fall into line, ye Christians. Fail into 
line. Why do you walk there alone? 
Why do you make yourselves ridiculous? 
Why will you be impracticable and be- 
lieve absurdities? Be sensible. The 
world — the grand world, leavened with 
Christian principles, is moving on to vic- 
tory. Fall into line. 

So one would like to do: it is very 
much easier. But Jesus stands there 
outside the great moving lino and bids 
us stand with him. Does he speak true? 
If not. there is no voice to command us. 

God save us from the cares of the 
world and the deceitfulness of riches! 
God keep our vision clear, that the light 
that is in us become not darkness! God 
help us, that the seductive spirit of the 
age which cries, ‘Lo, here is the Christ! 
Behold him drawing all men unto him- 
self.’ may not lead astray even his own 
elect! 

Have 1 thought whereto this will lead? 
Have 1 seen that riches and influence 
would depart from the church on this 
basis? Yes, I see, ami have shrunk from 
tho sight for many years. I confess that 
I falter constantly, and hesitate to ac- 
cept tho full practical conclusions. I 
see that it makes Christians a homeless 
set of servants in tho world. Y’ot that is 
just what Jesus and his disciples were. I 
have studied the countless and often hero- 
ic attempts of philosophers and monks 
and mendicants and socialists and oven ni- 
hilists, to work out tho problem of life, and 
am appalled at their failure and at my 
own temerity in trying it anew. But 
Jesus did not fail: surely he spoke a 
transcendent word. Surely ho was and 
is tho way, the truth, the life. And sure- 
ly the churches have not fathomed him; 
they are not the way, the truth, the life. 

The precise ethical import and author- 
ity of Jesus' life, would that some man 
would arise to tell us and show us — tell 
us by showing us. Endless questions 
about words and dogmas, let us have 
done with them all. and set ourselves, 
every soul of us who believe in Christ, to 
doing the things which he has said. 

1 have not said much about “Commu- 
nism” and “Withdrawal,” tho contro- 
verted points. No, I havo not tho heart 
to'enter into a barter of opinions and ar- 
guments. I eould have taken up my 
critics point by point, and have made 
sharp retorts, anu was, of course, tempt- 
ed to do that. But what, is the use? 
Every one must after all decide for him- 
self and according to himself, and if lie 
hear not Christ in the New Testament, 
no other voice can change him. 

1 only ask of every believer iu Jesus 
Christ iiis help ami sympathy in my en- 
deavor to know and follow Him, and 1 
will cordially give such help and sympa- 
thy as I have, to every one on similar 
quest. 

Doubtless many will be disappointed 
with this explanation, wishing something 
more dulinite. But it is the kernel not 
the husk, which is important. Equality 
in material and social conditions and anti- 
dcuomiuatiunulism, are not the central 
theses. To bo led into a defence of 
them is to abandon the main issue, l'er- 
lnips— to keep some from being misled — 

1 ought to have shown that Prof. Greene’s 
explanation of the Pentecostal commun- 
ism is a vagaiy of interpretation contra- 
dictory to tho* context (Acts 2: 47). and 
unsupported by tho exegetes or histori- 
ans; and also that the subsequent apos- 
tolic silence on this matter, which he 
thinks unaccountable, in the first place 
does not exist, and if it did, would be 
equally true of baptism, tho Lord’s sup- 
per and tho Jgreat ‘commission; such 
fundamentals being taken for grunted. 
Perhaps, too, 1 might say— though it 
seems like protesting i am not a fool — 
that I never advocated uuy indiscrimin- 
ate almsgiving, or encouragement of 
idleness; iior any mathematical identity 
of condition, as if a curpeuter.a musician, 
a cook, should possess and use the same 


implements and clothes and speech; nor 
even that t he coachman should sleep in 
the best bed, etc., etc. 1 have painted my 
thoughts iu colors not stamped them in 
steel. There is a strong temptation to 
enter fun her into the arctiia of polemics, 
and I have now said moro of this sort 
than 1 intended. 

But the main issue, the main issue! 
Novor bo diverted from that. The 
world’s ethics, the system of common 
sense, which has prevailed among men so 
far in their history, is based on egoism. 
The ethics of Jesus, which is the ethics 
of the future, is based on altruism. In 
such a general statement the Gospel and 
tho Synthetic Philosophy are at one. 
Evolutionism is consistent, teaching 
that men will advance by gradual 
process into ultimate felicity of 
economic cooperation. This is the reli- 
gion of science, the controlling thought 
of the modern world. The church is 
coming to adopt this view, accommodat- 
ing scriptural interpretation to it. To 
be sure, it is still rather “advanced” 
and heretical to do so openly, but it will 
soon be orthodox enough. Now tho New 
Testament teaches that such an attain- 
ment is impossible by evolution, that hu- 
man nature is essentially nnd unchange- 
ably selfish, and hence that, the present 
order can only be terminated by the sub- 
stitution of a new creation, such as was 
begun by the resurrection of Jesus. 

The common-sense philosophy — for sci- 
ence iB but common-sense sytematized — 
says: ‘Unselfishness must come, but by 
development out of the present order. 
Tho New Testament says it must come, 
but only by the reappearance of Jesus, 
the annihilation of the present order, 
and the resurrection of the dead to be- 
come a new humanity. 

There is no compromise between these 
two systems; one is tho world-system, 
the other the Christ-system. One elimi- 
nates the supernatural, including tho res- 
urrection, and makes of morality a thing 
of adaptation and utility. The other in- 
sists upon Jesus Christ, risen from the 
dead, as prophecy and first fruits of the 
now humanity. It also insists that the 
life of Jesus is the life to be lived by 
every man, whether it seem to be useful 
or noc, simply because it is the true life. 
It may probably lead to death, certainly 
to poverty, contumely, misunderstand- 
ing, misrepresentation, charges of self- 
righteousness, of uselessness, of disloy- 
alty, of weakness, folly, lunacy; but will 
forever justify itself by a life of love and 
service, even a death of love and service, 
deeming it sufficient for the disciple that 
ho be as his Lord. II . F. Tin s.

LAW AN!) ORDER LEAGUE. 


AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING HELD AT 
NEWTON C ENTICE. 

Associates’ Hall was filled on Sunday 
evening with people from the four 
churches, who felt an interest in the 
Law and Order League. On the plat- 
form were three of the ministers of the 
village, Rev. Lemuel C. Barnes of the 
Baptist church being absent in Washing- 
ton. Besides these ministers were the 
Hon. Robert R. Bishop and the two 
speakers. Pres. Elmer II. Capon of the 
League and also president of Tufts Col- 
lege and Rev. Mr. Snow, a member of the 
League. 

Rev. Theodore Holmes arose, after tlie 
singing of an anthem by the Baptist 
choir, and read selections from Nehemi- 
ah and 13 Romans, concerning the law. 
Mr. Holmes was followed by Rev. Wil- 
liam Clark of the Methodist church, who 
made a very fervent prayer. The con- 
gregation then arose and joined in sing- 
ing an appropriate hymn, which was 
read by the Rev. Horace L. Wheeler, of 
the Unitarian church. His Honor, Judge 
Bishop, then made a short address, very 
much to the point, which ended iu an in- 
troduction of the speaker, Pres. Elmer II. 
Capeu of Somerville. Pres. Capon’s ad 
dress lasted nearly an hour and was lis- 
tened to with the greatest interest by 
all. A short summary af his words 
is as follows: 

“The laws regarding tho sale of intoxi- 
cating drinks are very imperfect, though 
improvements are being made all the 
timo. A few years ago, the police com- 
missioners were appointed by the city 
government and they allowed these laws 
to bo violated to a great extent. No one 
| looked into the matter and no one prose 
euted the statute-breakers. Six years 
ago in Somerville it was found that there 
J wore a great many saloons and a meet- 
i ing of all law-abiding citizens was called 
which resulted in the foundation* of this 
league of the citizens, for the aiding of 
the law. It has been very successful. 
Now all the saloons in Somerville have 
been cleared out and there is no fear of 
their returning while the league is in ex- 
istence. When their work in Somerville 
wds finished instead of disbanding as 
they might have, they saw before them 
a greater work in Boston, which was un- 
dertaken. During the three years they 
havo been working there, much has 
been accomplished in several ways. 
Through friends in tho legislature this 
point has been gained, that the governor 
of the state shall appoint the police com- 
missioners. Since this lias been so, the 
police have taken an interest iu the 
work and no longer overlook all open vio- 
lation of tho law. Iu Massachusetts 
there is $75,000,000 invested in the liquor 
tiatfie. These manufacturers and deal- 
ers seem banded together as one man to 
evade law, whenever and whereever they 
can. They have paid representatives 
everywhere, at the polls and even in the 
legislature, some of the brightest, most 
infiueutial men speak in their interests. 
Tho league now lias one hundred 
branches iu cities and towns in Massa- 
chusetts, carrying on the same reform. 
In the spring, a new law goes into ef- 
fect, prohibiting more than one saloon to 
every five hundred people in Boston and 
every thousand in other parts of Massa- 
chusetts. The league has prosecuted, or 
caused to be, every case of violation of 
the law that is brought to their knowl- 
edge, which has had its elfect iu stop- 
ping all such cases.” 

After Pros. ('upon bad finished a duct 
was sung by Mr. George Walton and 
Mrs. Mansfield, which was followed by 
ail introduction of Rev. Mr. Snow. Tho 
latter made extracts from the annual re- 
port of the last year ami showed bow 
much could be accomplished by earnest 
workers in one year, lie then spoke of 
the first temperance paper, which was 
published In 1820 by William Lloyd Gar- 
rison, having for its motto, “Moderate 
drink is down hill to drunkenness.” Mr. 
Snow then said that any one who wished 
might join the league, which many of 
the audience did. 

Rev. Horace L. Wheeler then read u 
hyiun, which was sung, and gave tho 
benediction.

THE STREET LIGHT CONTRACT. 

There has beeu so much said in regard 
to the proposed contract for lighting the 
streets, and so many opinions expressed 
on both sides, that tho Graphic lias in- 
terviewed Mr. .T. X. Bacon, President of 
tho Gas company, and the position of 
that company is fully set forth in anoth- 
er column. As the company pays into 
the city treasury some $2,300 every year, 
it is entitled to respectful consideration 
on that ground alone, while the state- 
ment that the gas company could reduce 
the price of gas within twelve months, 
if it had the city contract, will be inter- 
esting to the many private consumers in 
all parts of the city. 

The Common Council will consider the 
matter next Monday evening, and there 
will probably be an interesting session, 
as a nlnnber of citizens propose to pro- 
test against giving the entire contract to 
the Electric Light Company, and Coun- 
cilman Gore’s plan to have the city put 
in its own electric lighting plant is fa- 
vored by many prominent citizens, who 
think that the city will save money by 
such a project. 

The proposition made tof compromise 
by giving the oil lamp section to the Elec- 
tric Light Company, together with the 
present number of arc-liglits, and the 
rest of the city to the Gas Company, 
would seem to be a perfectly fair way of 
settlin'; the matter, ami at the same time 
getting the benefit of competition, of 
which we heard so much when the last 
contract was made. There was then a 
great fear of monopoly, which at pres- 
ent does not seem to exist. As the I 
stockholders of the Gas Company and of 
the Electric Light Company are citizens I 
of Newton, there seems to be no reason I 
why one should be favored at the ex- 
pense of the other. 


ANONYMOUS SCANDAL. 

The column or more of anonymous 
stulf that appeared in a sensational Bos- 
ton paper in regard to Newton, is worth 
just what anonymous testimony usually 
is, and was probably invented by an enter- 
prising correspondent. Newtou’s “first 
citizens” are independent and plain speak- 
ing gentlemen and w hen they have any 
criticisms to make they are not afraid to 
make them over their own signature. 
Certain absurd mistakes in the article 
show that no one very familiar w ith New- 
ton affairs could have conveyed the 
information. For instance, the story 
about the visit of the delegation of the 
Boston City Government and the manuer 
in which they were entertained by Mayor 
Kimball was very amusing, but unfortun- 
ately for the w riter of the article, no del- 
egation of the Boston city government 
has visited Newton of late years, anti 
consequently they could uot have been 
entertained by Mayor Kimball. 

Mayor Kimball is abundantly able to 
take care of himself, but the statement 
that he has winked at any violation of 
the liquor law, or connived with the po- 
lice against the punishment of trans- 
gressors, is emphatically denied by the 
police committee, by Alderman Chad- 
wick the chairman of the committee by 
Alderman Ward and by other members j 
of the city government.

The 
articles in question have beeu distinctly 
libellous, and if the paper that published 
them had any financial standing, or any 
thing to lose, it would probably not 
have dared to publish them.

to have some dictation, though tho New- 
ton “managers” would never think of 
such a thing ns trying to “boss” the 
whole district. They do not go to work 
in that way. But wlmt has happened re- 
cently to disturb the Journal’.’ It must 
have been something out of tho common, 
for the Journal is such a strict party or- 
gan that it was supposed to he always 
ready to approve everything that the 
managers did. We should say that the 
Journal was entirely out of order. 


Newton did not get many honors at 
the meeting to form a Republican State 
League. No Newton man was on the list 
of officers or committees, except that Mvl 
D. W. Farquhar was one of a committee 
to escort Mr. Pillslmry to the chair. It 
is not the usual thing for State conven- 
tions to leave Newton men out. of the 
honorary positions, hut perhaps Newton 
has fewer ex-oftice holders than other 
cities. The attendance at tho league 
meeting was not as large as was expect- 
ed, and evidently Massachusetts voters 
want to know what they are going to 
shout for before they do much shouting. 
The old war-horses of the party seem to 
have been present in force, and most of 
the prominent names mentioned have re- 
ceived so many offices that they ought to 
be good Republicans without much ral- 
lying. There used to be a good deal of 
talk about these Republican clubs bring- 
ing “new blood” into the party, but tho 
chief officers of the league, Marden, Lor- 
ing, Beard and Gove, can hardly be 
classed as “young Republicans,” or as 
men who are in politics solely from mo- 
tives of patriotism. 


Judge Pitman made an address be- 
fore the Suffolk County Prohibition club 
on Monday, and severely critized the Re- 
publican party for its course on the tem- 
perance question, and is reported to have 
said that “the mission of the Prohibi- 
tion party is to break down the Repub- 
lican party,” and also that the specific 
object to bo obtained is to wrest 
five states from the Republican party, 
with the result of course of giving them 
to the Democrats. He says that “with 
strenuous efforts New Hampshire, Massa. 
chusetts, Rhode Island, Michigan and 
Ohio would he lost to the Republicans 
this year.” Evidently the Prohibition- 
ists mean to he a factor in tlio coming 
campaign, and Judge Pitman means to 
take a lively part in politics, if the work 
of the third party can he called politics. 


State Treasurer Beard will probably 
be more than disgusted to find that the 
civil service law will prevent his acting 
as treasurer of the Republican State 
League, and some other young Republi- 
can will have to ho chosen. 


The Springfield Weekly Republican 
will he sent from now until after the 
election for forty cents, which is very 
cheap, considering the amount and value 
of the reading matter furnished. 


There was not a large attendance at 
the second meeting of the Newton Re- 
publican Club, and there were just about 
offices enough to go round.

THE NEW GRAPHIC OFFICE. 

ON WASHINGTON STREET OPPOSITE THE 
NATIONAL HANK. 


The Graphic office will ho removed 
next week to its new building on Wash- 
ington street, opposite the National 
Bank.

Tho job printing department, 
which lias grown to largo proportions, 
will ho interfered with for a woek, and a 
large amount of work has had to ho re- 
fused, hut after next week tlioro will ho 
hotter facilities for all kinds of job print- 
ing, and special attention will b6 paid to 
fine work. The Graphic job office is 
now the best appointed offico in Newton, 
and its patrons seem to have found out 
that they can get better work and at 
more satisfactory prices than at the Bos- 
ton offices. One of its patrons found 
this out to his sorrow this week, as he 
had a job for which the Graphic asked 
him $22. On account of preparing for 
removal we were unable to do it, and lie 
went to a Boston printing firm, and they 
.asked him $(K) for tho same work, with 
the same style of type and paper. We 
do not intend to work at so much of a 
reduction from Boston prices, neither do 
we wish to make a fortune out of a 
single job, but this illustrates the saving 
that is made by trading with Newton 
firms.

Express Train Wanted. 

The following letter appeared recently 
in tho Boston Herald, aud the express 
train proposed would be a great conven- 
ience to Newton people: 

It is a pity that the usually progress- 
ive and liberal managers of the Boston 
& Albany railroad cannot see their way 
clear to having an express train run in 
the morning to Boston from Newton at 
about 8 o’clock for the accommodation 
of its Nowton patrons. The train leav- 
ing Riverside at 7.40, consisting of seven 
or eight cars, is well filled when it leaves 
Newton, but drags along in, taking, for 
instance, 33 minutes to make the run 
from West Newton, a distance of nine 
miles.

Why could 
it not stop there, too, and have the train 
leaving Riverside now at 7:40 leave there 
at 7:50, and run in express from Newton, 
arriving at the same hour as now?

The famous Inman Line of trans-At- 
lantic steamers is about to be reenforced 
by tho addition of two leviathan ships, 
of 10,400 tons register each, aud named 
the “City of New York’, aud the “City 
of Paris.” Tho “City of New York’’ is 
about finished, and will take her place in 
the line in July next, leaving Liverpool 
for New York on her first trip on August 
first next. These are wonderful ships. 

Concorniug one of them a foreign corre- 
spondent writes: 

“It was with a sense of the fitness of 
things that the builders persuaded Lady 
Kandolph Churchill, a New York girl, to 
break a bottle of wine over tbe bow of 
the City of Now York as she slid grace- 
fully off tho wavs into tho sea at Clyde 
Bank, tho other day. Americans coming to 
Europe have an oyo to two things — speed 
and safety — when selecting a steamer. It 
is confidently promised that these two 
new vessels will bo safer and more speedy 
than auything yet produced; in short, 
six-day trips to a certainty in vessels that 
it is almost impossible to sink. 

The Great Eastern is brokeu up, the 
City of Paris is still on the stocks, and for 
the time being tho City of Now York lays 
claim to being tho biggest vessel afloat. 

Her length over all is 500 feet; breadth. 

63* feet; depth moulded, 42 feet, giving a 
tonnage of 10,500 tons. She is built of 
30,000 separate pieces of steel, weighing 
iu all 70ix) tons. Each square inch of 
steel is guaranteed to stand a strain of 
30 tons, aud it would require a strain of 
00, 000 tons to tear the ship apart. She 
has two bottoms, one several feet inside 
the other, aud both equally strong. Tho 
City of Now York has the usual clipper 
stern of tlie Inman liners. In fact, with 
tho exception of size and improvements 
for spccu and accommodations, she is ex- , 
aotly like the City of Borne.

Our ('oniing Citizens. 


From The Red Man: a pn|>er published by the In- 
dian Industrial School, Carlisle, Pa. 

Send an Indian boy to the blackboard, 
and if ho finish his example, or his sen- 
tences beforo the others of his class, he 
is it at no loss for occupation; he draws 
a picture. 

This picture is hasty, it is incorrect; 
hut there is something in it worth look- 
ing at. It has the “that” which a famous 
painter said said that a picture in lacking 
lacked every tiling, the quality which 
nothing else can make up for— its suc- 
cess. 

And tho Indian hoy has all the possi- 
bilities of success in his work, because 
the race has been drawing for centuries, 
not ns art or amusement, but in tho old 
way of hieroglyphics. It is faulty, but 
like himsolf, it is never tame. It has 
been used instead of words, and words 
are not needed to explain it. The antlers 
of his stag lift themselves as if tho zest 
of the hunt lay in their proud toss, 
while, on the other hand, the meekness 
of a ruminating domesticity is expressed 
iu every line of tho cow; his horse might 
ho bettor drawn, but it is eager to be off; 
his birds are out of proportion to the rest 
of his picture, but there is a certain live- 
liness about them. 

Is the Indian, then, an artist? 

By no means. He is only capable of 
becoming an artist. Between him and 
such consummation lies that long and 
steep path that stretches between every 
possibility and its achievement, the path 
of apprenticeship. Custom has done 
away at least with this name, but in na 
ture the fact will stand forever. Wheth- 
er from the first attempt at a trade to its 
mastery, or from the training of page 
and esquire up to the highest exploits of 
knight-errantry, the necessity is inexora- 
orable, there must be the appreticeship. 

Is civilization so slight an achievement 
that it requires less preparation than the 
artistic lite? The history of the Anglo- 
Saxon alone shows tho path so long and 
so severe that to-day after centuries of 
tree development and of Christianity the 
outposts of it brought face to face with 
savagery degenerate into boider-rufflan- 
ism. A civilization so old as this still re- 
quires for its weakest elements the 
strength of numbers, of public opinion, 
of law. For the civilization of a race as 
a race implies a holding of national iden- 
tity through all changes, and it can 
take place only through a modification 
of national traits, as much more difficult 
to conquer as nations are greater than 
individuals in both impulse and inertia. 
This is not the work of a day, nor even 
of a century. 

Severalty, compulsory education, the 
establishment by the United States of 
law courts in tho Indian Territory, all 
confess that there is no hope in this gen- 
eration of raising the Indian race to civ- 
ilization. 

But severalty, education, law assert 
that of the Indians as individuals we 
have every hope, that we believe that 
surrounded by tho best influences of a 
community of white people they, indi- 
vidually, will develop qualities which 
will win respect and more than respect. 
There ire so many of us and so few of 
them that as ;i nation we are beginning 
to undei stand our opportunity. 

It remains for us to take advantage of 
it, to recall tho lesson that the old man 
in tlio fable gave his sons when ho 
showed them how easily they could 
break separately the sticks that as a bun- 
dle they could not bend. 

The savagery of the Indian individual- 
ly is that stick, tribally, it is that bun- 
dle. 

It is in this individualizing that the 
question of apprenticeship comes in. 

Iu his drawings his quickened brain, 
his increased power of thought come out 
iu ways in which tho laws of heredity 
make it easy to find expression. It is 
something of the old life that he may 
bring freely into the new. There are oth- 
er powers and possessions of the old life 
that he may bring as freely into tbe new 
and that are as worthy of being trained 
in right directions, tiie fortitude that 
wins our admiration, tho courage that 
against fearful odds lias kept clear of 
bondage, tho incipient patriotism that 
comes out in pride of race, that devotion 
to the memories and the ways ol his 
forefathers which may lie an evidence of 
his common origiu with the Eastern 
races. 

But what is to keep this fortitude 
from lapsing, into the insensibility and 
this courage into tho ferocity that mark 
the race? What is to raise tribal pride 
into patriotism and reverence for anti- 
quity into the perception that, it is thu 
present age of the world which is the 
oldest aud most worthy of our reverence 
and duty? 

What? Environment. An apprentice- 
ship tii t lie civilization, not only of 
school, hut still more, of home, for it is 
not schools hut homes that the greater 
part of them are to found iu the future. 

This apprenticeship In home life sup- 
plementing school file has been too fully 
tested at Carlisle to ho an experiment 
now except in regard to numbers. — 
There should he not hundreds, but thou- 
sands of children who serve at it. It 
should be brought into sortfu iiurt of the 
years in every school and bo also a sup- 
plementary course. 

But the compulsory education bill sots 
the required time iu school at live years, 
as it has been when children have gone 
with tho consent of their nureuts. 

Five years to bring the boys aud girls 
of a savage race through school, and fit 
them to live a life of civilization, not un- 
der tho best auspices butin tlio midst of 
savagery, and to aid iu bfftiging into this 
civilized life their parouts and Indians 
who have not believed in it enough to go 
to school? 

Five years are uot enough to master 
the technique of any art. 

How cau they muster thut intricate 


combination of nrt and science and life, 
civilization? 

Why may not the Indian children lmvo 
time enough to loarn practically some- 
thing of the duties of citizenship audio 
have their lives permeated hy the subtle 
and irresistible influences of example in 
tho homes of American citizens?

The Sugar Maple, which headH our Hat 
this week is peculiarly a Nov/ England 
tree, and forms the greater part of many 
of our forests, though it is also found 
throughout tho United States. It is per- 
haps more frequently used as a shade 
tree than any other, as it grows quickly 
and assumes a compact shapo of great 
beauty. The wood is ono of tho host for 
fuel, and when it presents the beautiful 
arrangement of fibre, railed "birds-oye 
maple,” it is much prized for cabinet 
work. “Curled maple,” by the way, is 
specially tho product of the Hod maplo 
mot with last week. Wo will take for 
granted that tho subject of maplo sugar 
has been too often explained to require 
any description in those papers. 

In tho specimon of Chickweed found 
this week, we have “tho other ono” of 
the twins mentioned two weeks ago. 
Now that we can compare them, we find 
this species i8 a little taller, a little deep- 
er green, and that the flower clusters are 
rather more diffuse. 

In all our thoughts of spring, we see 
the bright yellow gleams of the Butter- 
cup and the Dandelion in the fresh, green 
grass. Nature does not soem to follow 
rules in her combinations of color, and 
yet the effect never strikes us as glaring 
or ill-chosen. The Buttercups and Dan- 
delions arc so abundant that we get the 
iupressiou of yellow flowers being very 
numerous in early spring, while in reali- 
ity the variety of yellow flowers is then 
the smallest. 

Tho proportions of colored flowers 
found during the various months of the 
year are given in tho following table, and 
will be found quite at variance with any 
preconceived ideas. The numbers give 
the percentage of variety, without any 
reference to tho quantity of any one or 
more kinds:

Ono of the prettiest mats we ever saw 
was made from the bright petals of tho 
Buttercup, and perhaps some of our 
readers would be pleased to try to make 
one. A quantity of full, perfectly shaped 
petals should be gathered and pressed 
for two or three days between the leaves 
of a book, until quite dry. On a sheet of 
smooth paper lay a circle of the petals, 
just over-lapping each other on the 
edges, with tho pointed ends all towards 
the centre, making the circle as large as 
the desired mat. Then lay concentric 
circles of petals, each inner circle cover- 
ing about half of the one outside it. 
Dampen the faces of the petals very 
slightly, as they are laid down, and they 
will acthere firmly to each other. When 
all is filled to the centre, the whole must 
be laid where it can bo under a dry pres- 
sure for a day or two. Tho mat can 
then, with a little cure, be separated 
from the paper, and will be found quite 
strong. It will last for years with ordi- 
nary use, and retain its color undimmed. 

The botanical families to which the 
Butttercup and Dandelion belong, are 
among the most successful in tho great 
struggle for existence, which is always 
going on in nature, yet they reach suc- 
cess in very different ways. In almost 
all the Buttercup family there is a very 
acrid juice secreted, so that they are 
avoided by herbivorous animals, and 
consequently they are able to grow and 
scatter their seed without much opposi 
tion. 

In tho family to which the Dandelion 
belongs, there is a very profuse produc- 
tion of seed, and many curious methods 
of scattering them will interest us as we 
meet them later. The winged seeds of 
tho Dandelion are quite as beautiful as 
flic flower itself, and the light summer 
breezes carry them easily to every field 
and wayside. If examined under the 
microscope, the litt e ar ship will be 
found most perfectly adapted to its mis- 
sion. All the fine threads of the sail are 
hollow, and therefore even lighter than 
they look; but needing an anchor as well 
as a sail, we find that the seed vessel has 
a number of upwardly directed spines, 
which serve to hold it when ir reaches 
the ground. 

Thu manner in which the Dandelion 
provides for cross-fertilization. but guards 
- also against a failure to secure it, is very 
interesting. At lirst, the little column of 
the pistil is surrounded by a tube con- 
sisting of tho stamens. Gradually the 
pistil pushes its way upwards, and 
covered with close sot almost microscopic 
hairs, it brushes out the pollen from Die 
stamens, which clings to the hairs. The 
little flower is tilled with nectar, and 
the bright yellow blossom invites the in- 
sect guest. When ho arrives, he has to 
push by the pollen covered pistil, and 
having taken hi» sip retires dusted all 
over with the tiny grains. Another 
blossom invites his visit; hero he finds a 
a pistil more advanced, which has split 
open and exposed a surface ready to re- 
ceive the pollen; as ho enters here, some 
of the dust is brushed off and the desired 
end is reached. But perchaneo, bloom- 
ing too early or too late, or insect friends 
not calling, the pistil grows longer and 
the two ends begin to roll up, thus bring- 
ing tho dust covered side into contact 
with the other.

Persons holding Estates in trust, whether for 
minors or otherwise, are particularly requested 
to furnish the Assessor* with statements in rela- 
tion to such Estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during the past year, or have changed 
hand* from other can*es, the Executors, Admin- 
istrators, Trustees or other persons interested 
are hereby required and warned to give notice of 
such change; and In default of such notice will 
be held to pay the tax assessed, although such 
estate has been wholly distributed and paid over. 

Returns of Property held for Literary, 
Benevolent Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the reqlrement* of Chapter 
217, Acts of 1*82. — All persons and corporations 
are hereby required to bring in to the Assessors 
of Newton on any day from MAY FIRST TO THE 
FIFTEENTH DAY OF JUNE next, true lists of 
all real and personal estate held by such persons 
ami corporations, respectively for literary, be- 
nevolent, charitable or scientific purposes, on the 
FIRST DAY OF MAY, 1*8*. together with the 
statement of the amount of all receipts and ex- 
penditures hy such person or corporation for 
said purpose during the year next preceding 
said first of May; such lists and statements to be 
in such detail as may be required by the tax 
Commissioner. 

MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

CHAP. 175, ACTS OF 18*2, SEC. 1, 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Estate 
may bring in to the Assessors of the town or city 
where such Real Estate lies at the time specified 
for bringing in the list as provided in section 
thirty-eight of chapter eleven a of the Public 
Statutes, a statement under oath, of the amount 
due on each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate and the name and residence of every hold, 
er of an Interest therein as a mortgagee or mort- 
gagor. When such property is situated in two or 
more place* or when a recorded mortgage in- 
cludes for one sum, two or more estates or parts of 
an estste, an estimate of the amount of the mort 
giigee’s interests in each estate or part of an es- 
tate shall he given in such statement. The As- 
sessors shall, from such statement or otherwise, 
ascertain the proportionate parts of such estates 
that are the interests of morgagees and mortga- 
gors respectively, ana shall assess the same. 
Whenever, in any case of mortgaged Real Estate, 
a statement is not brought in as herein provided, 
no tax for the then current year of such Real 
Estate shall l>e invalidated for the reason that a 
mortgagee’s interest therein has not been as- 
sessed to him. 

SHIPPING. 

Shipping and business income are not taxable 
to a firm, hut each resident partner most include 
these items in his individual return. Owners 
and agents of ships and vessels engaged in the 
foreign carrying trade are relerred to Sections 8 
and U of Chapter 11 of the Public Statutes. for the 
form of return required to obtain exemption 
from taxation upon the valuation of such prop- 
erty. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his taxable 
personal property will be assessed upon the val- 
uation thereof, and any person neglecting to fur- 
nish the Assessors with such list within the time 
above specified, will be doomed at a legal meet- 
ing of the Board of Assessors, agreeably to the 
laws of this Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that statements of 
Personal Property must be in writing and sub- 
scrlbed under oath before one of the Assessors, 
on or before the thirteenth da* of June, aud that 
the Personal Property of all taxable persons must 
he estimated hy the Board, notwithstanding any 
verbal statement or informal written communi- 
cation to any one or more of the Assessors.— 
Pun. Stat., Ciiai*. 11, Seo. 39 and 41. When a 
person has tailed to bring in a list or schedule 
of all hi* taxable property in conformity to this 
notice, no abatement of a tax assessed on Per- 
sonal Estate to such person, can l»e granted "un- 
less such tax exceed* by more than fifty per 
cent, the amount which would have been as- 
sessed to that person on Personal Estate if lie 
had seasonably brought in said list; an 1 if said 
tax exceeds by more titan fifty per cent, the >aul 
amount, the abatement shall he only of the ex- 
cess altove the sail! fifty per cent.— Put*. Stat.
